NEW YORK, Aug. 25. — Mayor La- 
Guardia this week gave orders to the 
local gendarmes to lay off pickets and 
he also stated that he saw no harm in 
mass picketing so long as the placards 
did not make false representation. The 
ruling applied primarily to picketing of 
members of the two rival motion picture 
cperators’ unions. Local 306 and Allied. 


No sooner had His Honor voiced his 
sentiments in favor mass picketing than 
complaints started to come in to the 
police of picketing so well massed in 
front of certain houses that patrons 
were unable to reach the box offices, 
and those with ccurage enough to break 
thru the line were subject to insu'ts. 
The coppers, with their faces still red 
from the mayor’s dressing down, did 
little to remedy the situation. 


Most of the complaining houses were 
those manned by Allied members. The 
ewners of these houses are members of 
the Independent Theater Owners’ Assc- 
ciation, and Harry Brandt, president, 
went into a huddle with his legal staff. 
A fund of $19,000 was collected to fight 
the picketing situation and the matter 
is being laid in the lap of the mayor. 

It is understood that the mayor will 
reconsider his permission for mass pick- 
eting and has called a meeting for Mon- 
day to take the matter up with all 
parties concerned. 

Almost every house in New York is 
being picketed at the moment. No mat- 
ter which union is favored by a theater 
owner, he is subject to picketing. Local 
206 claims that Allied is a company 
union, while Allied claims that Local 
506 is a racketeering union and points 
te the fact that Sam Kaplan, former 
president, is in jail and that Sherman,

Elects officers at meeting Thursday—15 per cent of 
all benefit proceeds to go to theatrical charities — 
Scribner cites evils and abuses of the past 


NEW YORK, Aug. 25.—The fight against the benefit racket, which began in 
the showbiz field with the formation of the ABA over a year and a half ago, and 
which continued thru the campaign concucted by Assistant District Attorney John 
Sullivan, crystallized this week with the election of officers of the Theater Au- 
thority, Inc., an organization of the various groups of the theater which will con- 
trol all benefits that are played. Officers were elected at a meeting held Thursday 


at the office of the Actors’ Fund. The officers are: 


Actors’ Fund, president; Frank Gillmore, 
president of Equity, first vice-president; 
Dr. Henry Moskowitz, adviser to the 
League of New York Theaters, second 
vice-president; Walter Vincent, vice- 
president of the Actors’ Fund, treasurer, 
and Gerald Griffin, president of the 
Catholic Actors’ Guild, secretary. The 
executive board is composed of Major 
Bernard A. Reinhold, chairman; Dave 
Ferguson, Percy Moore, Ralph White- 
head, Antoinette Perry and Henry Ches- 
terfield. 


All benefit promoters will be required 
to fill out a questionnaire of 35 ques- 
tions before being allowed by the Thea- 
ter Authority to go ahead with the show. 
One of the questions is, “Do you agree 
to pay the Theater Authority, Inc., a 
percentage of the gross receipts amount- 
ing to 15 per cent?’’ The moneys thus 
obtained will be divided by the board 
among the various theatrical charities 
in accordance with their needs. The 
Theater Authority will aJso have the 
right to check the box-office receipts 
and attendance at benefits. In this 
manner the actors, the theatrical chari- 
ties and the public are all protected. 


The Theater Authority will also work 
in close co-operation with the Depart- 
ment of Public Welfare in the scrutiny 
of permits for benefits, and with the 
District Attorney's Office in the prose- 
cution of fraud. 


Unscrupulous promoters have been 
gleaning between $100,000 and $500,000 
a year thru the benefit racket, accord- 
ing to Scribner. “Everyone has been 
getting something out of benefits except 
the actor,” he said, adding that often 
the actors were lucky to get their trav- 
eling expenses paid, the promoters ex- 
plaining that other expenses had eaten 
up the receipts. He further charged 
that in some cases unscrupulous pro- 
moters diverted as much as 85 per cent 
of the gross to their own use. °* 


N. J. Exhibs Will Try 
To Curb Dog Racing 


ATLANTIC CITY. Aug. 25-——The New 
Jersey racing commission will be peti- 
tioned by the State theater owners to 
refuse license to any additional dog 
tracks in the State and to limit the 
racing season to four weeks. In addition 
the exhibitors will ask that the pooch 
racing be confined to afternoons and no 
Annie Oaklies. 

Dog racing has been making serious 
inroads in theater patronage in many 
spots in the country, and exhibitors are 
making every effort to curtail the 
amount of money placed on the dogs 
and, if possible, outlaw ‘the races.

STOCKHOLM, Aug. 20.—According to 
the Theater Administration, interesting 
changes are to be made in the Swedish 
theater, at least insofar as the activities 
of those receiving government subven- 
tions are concerned. 

The changes include a_ theatrical 
council, special concessions, improving 
the buildings and modernizing the 
training schools. Of special interest are 
the arrangements for road tours by 
troupes from government-subsidized the- 
aters. In general these tours of the na- 
tional troupes are well patronized and 
result in a profit balance. A feature is 
the arrangement for performances in 
the Folk park theaters given by the 
troupes of the larger towns in neighbor- 
ing districts. These were a great suc- 
cess last summer and are being repeated 
this season. The authorities, however, 
have no wish to drive the private theater 
out of business, and care is taken when 
arranging road tours not to clash with 
private enterprise. 

Training of new players is to be or- 
ganized at a central dramatic school 
giving courses of two or three years, 
followed by a test course of four months. 
The old but well preserved 18th cen- 
tury theater at Drottningholm, near 
Stockholm, with its rich museum, is to 
be used in connection with training. 


Memphis Aud 
Fight Over 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., Aug. 25.—The storm 
over Alexander Woollcott’s erroneous rap 
at the municipal Ellis Auditorium here 
in his Saturday Evening Post article on 
Katharine Corne!l’s road tour simmered 
down this week with the promise of 
Post editors to print a correction in the 
earliest edition possible. 

Guthrie McClintic, Miss Cornell's pro- 
ducer-husband, telegraphed the dra- 
matic editor of The Commercial Appeal 
that “a slip of the tongue” caused 
Woollcott to confuse the auditorium 
here with Nashville’s rambling Ryman 
Auditorium.

Actress, on coast, acquitted 
of charges of intoxication 
and insubordination

HOLLYWOOD, Aug. 25.—The long- 
awaited arbitration between Helen Mor- 
gan, star of'the ill-fated Memory, and 
Myron Fagan, author and producer of 
the play, was held here Wednesday, and 
resulted in a victory for Miss Morgan, the 
arbitration board clearing her of charges 
brought by the producer on the grounds 
of insubordination and _ intoxication. 
Memory opened at the Biltmore Theater 
here May 7, and closed a week later. 
Immediately after the closing, the pro- 
ducer filed his charges with Equity, and 
Miss Morgan returned with counter- 
charges. If Fagan’s claims had been sub- 
stantiated, Miss Morgan would have been 
faced with a heavy fine and possible sus- 
pension from Equity. 


Charges against Miss Morgan were dis- 
missed, and so were counter-charges 
against the producer. The result of the 
arbitration, however, was held by Equity 
Officials here and in New York tc be a 
complete victory for the actress, since 
the counter-charges were entered only 
after Fagan had delivered his blast, and, 
it is felt, they would not have been sub- 
mitted at all if Fagan hadn't started 
things. 


Members of the cast and others testi- 
fied in favor of Miss Morgan, with Oscar 
Hammerstein, in whose musicals she has 
appeared, saving that he hod never seen 
her intoxicated or insubordinate in the 
four years he had been associated with 
her. Vera Lewis, a member of the cast 
who had signed an affidavit that she had 
seen the actress intoxicated, told the 
jury that she had been mistaken. 


The arbitration lasted from 10 o’clock 
Wednesday morning all thru the day and 
until 12:45 that night. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 25.—Equity officials 
here expressed themselves as highly sat- 
isfied with the way Helen Morgan had 
acquitted herself in the arbitration with 
Myron Fagan, not only in the clearing 
up of the charges themselves, but in her 
attitude toward the entire affair. The 
arbitration had been postponed several 
times because of the inability of the 
principals to get together, with a sort of 
hide-and-seek game between here and 
the Coast beingrun off, unintentionally, 
for a couple of weeks.

NEW ORLEANS, Aug. 25.—Under au- 
thority granted Louisiana municipalities 
by the Legislature to tax amusements 
charging more than 10 cents admission 
up to 10 per cent for the purpose of help- 
ing the needy, New Orleans commission 
council passed an ordinance this week 
Which hits all forms of amusement with 
@ 5 per cent tax where charges are above 
10 cents, but which lets the theaters off 
with 2 per cent. 

The theaters, which expected a 10 per 
cent tax on their gross, owe this special 
relief to lobbying and protests conducted 
by the Gulf States Theater Owners’ Asso- 
ciation and attorneys for the Saenger 
Theaters in bankruptcy.

CHICAGO, Aug. 25.—The local office 
of RKO is getting four more houses for 
its books, First of the four to come in 
will be the Orpheum, St. Paul, opening 
August 31 with three days of vaude. 
The Iowa, Cedar Rapids; Orpheum, Dav- 
enport, and Orpheum, Sioux City, all 
open September 8 with a policy of two 
days of vaude. 


“Cat” Opening Advanced 

NEW YORK, Auc. 25.—The Broadway 
premiere of The Red Cat, by Rudolph 
Lothar and Hans Adler, formerly sched- 
uled for September 17, will take place 
on September 8 instead. The theater is 
the Broadhurst. Francis Lister will play 
the lead. and A. H. Woods is the pro- 
ducer, in association with the Twentieth 
Century Picture Company. 


Norfolk Grosses $4,049,138 


NORFOLK, V2... Aug. 25.—Amusements 
in this city, including theaters, resorts 
and the like, grossed the total sum of 
$4,049,138 last year, accordine to a gov- 
ernment census just completed.

Browne Against Operating

theaters on a cc-operative basis in which 
stagehands parficipate with performers 
and musicians.! He ruled last week that 
the members of his organization can only 
be interested in pne occupation at a time, 
and that is being a stagehand. 

Browne’s decision on the co-operative 
situation was pgompted by a situation in 
Columbus, O., then he made the stage- 
hands’ local thtre withdraw from being 
a partner in the burly venture at the 
Orpheum Theater in that city.

Sectional Reports Continue 


To Predict Prosperity Ahead 


Local conditions affect prospects, but all sections unite 
in predicting good year — New England hopeful — 
South looks up — auto season affects Detroit 


NEW YORK, Aug. 25.—Hope for the coming season in all branches of indoor 
show business continues to increase as forecasts from various parts of the country 
come in. Almost all sections are united in saying that the coming season, accord- 


ing to current prospects, will be the best since the start of the depression. 


towns expect pre-depression business. 


Many 


Local and sectional conditions will affect 


the season in some localities, but seldom, according to the forecasts, sufficiently 
to do away with all the expected gain. The drought in the Midwest will undoubt- 


edly be felt in decreased revenue, but in 
spite of that it is figured the coming 
season will show a considerable rise over 
the last. The Coast strike also affected 
business for a while, but the effects of 
that are already over. The motion pic- 
ture boycott, it is generally reported, had 
little or no effect, and the coming season 
is looked forward to with renewed con- 
fidence. 

The sectional reports begun in the last 
issue of The Billboard are herewith con- 


. tinued: 


Radio is showing up remarkably well 
as regards public support and interest. 
It has suffered from the seasonal dull- 
ness. but a real pickup is looked for 
auring the winter months of this year 
and next. 


Activities of the communications com- 
mission, still in the offing, have broad- 
casting interests keeping an ear to the 
ground, but organized broadcasters are 
co-operating with this new commission, 
just as it is co-operating with the move- 
ment on the part of Federal Trade Com- 
mission to review commercial continui- 
ties and point out that which is frowned 
upon as to claims by advertisers. Even 
this is not expected to affect seriously 
commercial advertising by radio. Unless 
Congress gets on a high horse next win- 
ter and spring and throws too many 
brickbats at broadcasters, 1935 should 
be rather a sweet year for them. 


Legit, as far as Washington and metro- 
politan territory is concerned, is about 
out of the picture. It is only necessary 
to suggest that negotiations reported 
for the taking over of the old-time legit 
house, Belasco’s, by Billy Rose, for a 
night revue, seem well on the wev, in 
order to furnish an idea as to the future 
of legit in this section. 

Stock, likewise is not so good around 
here, and this might naturally be point- 
ed as suggesting the future. Burlesque 
next year may look up as a result of 
economic improvement and hard work 
upon the part of burlesque management 
locally. 


Nicht clubs are in their heyday in 
Washington. A new one every day al- 
most, it seems. and with all of them 
going good. Privately operated or in 
conjunction with hotels and hotel- 
apartments, these bright spots are un- 
questionably on the upgrade here. 


New Haven 


NEW HAVEN, Conn., Aug. 25.—Despite 
peor conditions in New Haven, exhibitors 
and other amusement men are looking 
forward to a better season than last. 

Warner and Loew have some good 
film product for the winter period, and 
Paramount will follow suit after a poor 
list of pictures during the summer. The 
neighborhood houses are not to be out- 
cone for quality and their lists will also 
onsist of some first-runners. 


Numerous rumors about week-stand 
ude coming into the Loew, Warner 
houses have not been

substantiated as yet, but it is true that 
spasmodic vaude featurettes have helped 
the Loew-New England chain during the 
summer months Neighborhood thea- 


ters that used flesh last winter will 
again be represented in the one and 
two-night-stand class. Sammy Wells, 


local booker, has several girl revues in 
rehearsal for these local stands 

Pocr night club business last winter 
is expected to be improved this year, and 
all of the clubs are anticipating using 
better floor shows and plenty of flesh. 
Howe~.«, the Pavilion Royale will keep 
to its straight band policy, that spot 


doing so well that it is enlarging ac- 
commodations for patronage. 

Radio talent hereabouts was given a 
boost with the WICC Radio Revels at 
the College Theater, more bookings re- 
sulting. More commercials are expected 
for the fall, with several accounts now 
auditioning talent. 

The legit season will open a month 
earlier this fall, the first play opening 
September 6, a three-day engagement of 
Lady Jane, presented by Frankwyn and 
Arthur Hopkins. This will begin a series 
of plays at povular prices which pre- 
vailed for the first time last spring. 


Providence 


PROVIDENCE, Aug. 25.— Optimistic 
viewpoints on fall season prevail in 
rractically every branch of the amuse- 
ment field in and around this city and 
State. Hot weather, seasonal industrial 
shutdowns and film clean-up campaign 
can be blamed for summer drop. First 
will undoubtedly pass with coming of 
cooler weather; second with reopening of 
local mills, shops and factories to fill 
fall and winter orders, and third should 
die out with new output of films, is 
general belief. 

Probably poorest outlook of all is for 
legitimate attractions. Carlton Theater 
(Ed Fay management) is ready to house 
any worth-while bookings, but none 
signed up at present. 

Vaudeville will likely continue with 
films at Loew’s State, and Fay’s Theater 
will reopen with vaudefilms about Labor 
Day. RKO-Albee, having successfully 
weathered summer with RKO film 
products, will probably cling to first-run 
double-feature film policy. Outside of 
downtown Providence, there will be a 
few neighborhocd houses playing Bos- 
ton-booked acts two or three days a 
week. 

Policy for Mecdern, Providence, still 
unsettled, but Abe Spitz and Anthony 
Romano, lessees of that house, have 
been identified with the new Inde- 
pendent Burlesque Association and those 
shows will likely come in here. If not, 
Modern will probably install dramatic 
stock. 

Other downtown Providence houses, 
Paramount, Majestic and RKO-Victory, 
will continue with straight films (dou- 
ble features). The Paramount reverted 
to old stockholders and old name—the 
Strand—August 16, removing another 
“souvenir” of Publix invasion of New 
England. Only the Paramount in New- 
port now remains in the State with the 
film company’s name on its marquee 
sign. Strand will continue to use Para- 
mount first-run films, along with Co- 
lumbia and Monogram products. 

Two Providence ballrooms have been 
having good summer seasons, and fall 
cutlook good. Arthur Rhodes says 
Rhodes-on-the-Pawtuxet will be open 
two nights weekly, with Billy Carlin and 
ork. Aiso has number of special book- 
ings for season, but will not play 
traveling bands. 

Arcadia Ballroom will be open three 
or four nights weekly starting Labor 
Day, according to E. J. Banks, secretary 
of Arcadia corporation. Will use travel- 
ing bands entirely, booking direct. 

In local radio field every Providence 
station anticipates the best fall season 
Since the industry made its bow to the 
State. WPRO (Cherry & Webb station) 
is especially optimistic, largely because 
its new directional antenna system will 
be ready for service September 1, giving 
station 800 watts effective coverage in- 


stead of old 100 watts, operating then 
on 630 kilocycles against present 1210. 
Station is associated with American 
Broadcasting chain. Has more local 
contracts signed for fall than in last 
two years. Buddy and Gang, juvenile 
station sustaining program for past two 
years, will be commercially sponsored 
for hour night program weekly begin- 
ning shortly. Station recently enlarged 
staff of artists. Will probably be key 
station for network broadcasts of Ameri- 
ca Cup races from Newport in Septem- 
ber. 
James Jennison, station manager 
WEAN (Shepard Stores station), also re- 
ports best outlook for fall since station 
was started. Sees trend of return to 
script acts and variety programs. Many 
commercial programs for fall and win- 
ter signed in July, an unusual thing in 
recent seasons. 

The same bright outlook for fall re- 
ported by the other stations also is 
found in word from J. J. Boyle, manager 
WJAR (Outlet store station), in Provi- 
dence. There, too, commercial program 
contracts are more numerous than in 
some time. Boyle says fall programs 
still in the making and hard to say 
what trend will be. If the right artists 
come along they’ll be added to studio 
staff, he adds. 


New Orleans 


NEW ORLEANS, Aug. 25.—Amuse- 
ments here are too dependent upon un- 
certain conditions for a definitive survey 
of the season to be reached at present. 
General business, together with the 
quarrel between city and State adminis- 
trations, will play angimportant part in 
determining the public’s purchasing 
power for amusements and will indi- 
rectly influence the flesh as well as the 
picture field. 

From the returns of Katharine Corneil 
last year, wherein she grossed over 
$8,000 for three performances, legiti- 
mate seems to have a good chance. How- 
ever, the Tulane, legitimate house here, 
is trying to negotiate a new contract 
with stagehands and musicians calling 
for further changes in salaries and 
working conditions despite the fact that 
both unions granted a great deal on 
their last two contracts and got a total 
of less than six weeks’ work in two years. 
It is possible even this house may turn 
to stock if the read offers no shows. 

Vaudeville may return in at least one 
theater. The Saenger may lead off as 
scon as bankruptcy operations straight- 
en out. Loew has some good picture 
product available, tho straight films 
have not been a boom to any of the 
large houses. The Orpheum is about 
the same, and one independent house 
has been considering a vaude-tab policy 
for some while. 

Burlesque is undecided. A group of 
shoe-string producers are after the Pal- 
ace, but the deal has not been closed. 

Pictures may shift around. Circuits 
have not bought yet, and reports are 
Columbia may sell away from the Or- 
pheum to the St. Charles, while Warner 
is said to be offering part of its product 
there too. Warner this year split be- 
tween Saenger and Orpheum. Para- 
mount will sell to Saenger, while Loew 
gets MGM and United Artists pick. Re- 
turn of vaude in any case will boost ad- 
missions. 

The night club field is the brightest 
of all. Summer showed a tremendous 
business for the spots which offered class 
with moderate prices and good enter- 
tainment. The Roosevelt’s Blue Room, 
which was a sensation this year, offered 
but one good act, generally a dance 
team, building this up with orchestra 
and song specialties. The Blue Room 
will close Labor Day to redecorate for 
an October reopening. Club Forest is 
expected to hit its stride again when 
conditions permit the reopening of gam- 
bling rooms; the Vanity Club and 
Prima’s will follow their present policy, 
while the orchestra leader, Pinky Vida- 
covich, who has built up the summer 
resort Edgewater into a money maker, is 
looking for a winter spot. Others will 
continue operations; some new places 
are scheduled to open and some will 
close after the managers discover it takes 
a bank roll to get entertainment and 
music that the public will come for. 

Radio’s two outstanding stations, 
WDSU and WSMB, will continue along 
the same line as formerly, with Colum- 
bia and National, respectively, with local 
talent whenever possible provided it can 


WWL, with no chain af- 
filiation, will this season offer many 
outstanding local artists, while WABZ 
and WBBX will continue their programs 
with local talent and electrical tran- 
scriptions. Radio advertising is on the 
increase on all stations. It is expected 
that the coming fall and winter paid 
announcements will be heavier than 
usual, owing to the newspaper tax which 
went into effect August 1.

Louisville 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Aug. 25.—An excel- 
lent season in Louisville’s amusement 
field is anticipated, tho developments 
thus far do not indicate any spectacular 
gains. There is a complaint of lack of 
material for the stage. 

Motion picture managers look forward 
to prosperous year, believing the morals 
crusade has heightened, rather than 
dulled, interest in the movies, and ex- 
pecting a genuine improvement in prod- 
uct. Two of the six first-run downtown 
houses have been running double bills 
during the summer, but are expected to 
return to a single-bill policy in the fall. 

Vaudeville probably will be represented 
only at the National Theater, which has 
been dark since last spring, six weeks 
after it was taken over for a stage and 
motion picture policy by Fourth Avenue 
Amusement Company. It will reopen in 
September, with a stage policy not yet 
determined. The Gayety Theater, only 
burlesque house, will start operating in 
September, again under the direction of 
Fred Hurley. The Savoy Theater may 
book occasional tab if satisfactory acts 
are found. 

N« plans have been completed for the 
Drury Lane, which last year attempted 
stock and special road-show bookings. 
J. H. Thuman has booked five concerts 
and Ziegfeld Follies, Mary of Scotland 
and Ah, Wilderness! for the Memorial 
Auditorium. 

Radio is gaining, and WAVE, in oper- 
ation less than a year, is enjoying a re- 
markable prosperity under the manage- 
ment of Nathan Lord. The station has 
signed contracts with the Greater Louis- 
ville First Federal Savings and Loan As- 
sociation, said to have the oldest com- 
mercial program in the country, and 
Crazy Water Crystals, both of which 
formerly broadcast from WHAS. 

Beer gardens and night clubs have 
been increasing steadily and are enjoy- 
ing a splendid drink and dance business. 


Nashville 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., Aug. 25.—Official 
reports show that Nashville leads all 
other cities of the State in paid admis- 
sions to amusements. Unfortunately, 
precise figures are not obtainable, since 
small service businesses, such as shoe- 
shine parlors, beauty shops, etc., were 
included in this bracket by the federal 
census takers. However, 831 proprietors 
tcok in %4,680.760, and employees re- 
ceived $1,502,974 in wages during 1933. 

Crescent's three downtown pix houses, 
Knickerbocker, Princess and Fifth Ave- 
nue, plus three suburbans, have a good 
boost in attendance. Loew’s, under new 
manager, Raymond L. Jones, is making 
a strong bid thru plenty of publicity; 
Paramount is showing regular run but 
will stage some specialties. 

WSM, 50,000-watter, celebrates ninth 
birthday in October. Has just com- 
pleted further enlargement of studios 
and office space and construction of 
modern auditorium. Local staff now 
comprises 150 people. WLAC is optimis- 
tic on local fall and winter sign-ups. 

Ryman Auditorium, booking thru 
UBO, has signed for Walter Hampden, 
Mary of Scotland and Ah, Wilderness! 
Will take. »nything else good coming 
south. Will also filter in a few concert 
artists. 

Russell Parham, at the Princess, 
dropped vaude for the summer in favor 
of pix only. Can't decide yet if he'll 
resume and is leaving it up to the 
public to say. The Belmont will resume 
stage shows by local talent. 

Summer stock at the Old Barn, 15 
miles from town, is doing fairly well, 
and will continue if the crowds hold. 
Night clubs are flourishing. Several 
new ones this summer. All have orks 
and floor shows.

There 
may evolve a new form of vaudeville, but 
it will be far from the so-called “good old 
days” when an act refused to play 
Christmas week so they could be with the 
kids. The “Bottom Attraction,” which 
was to vaudevijle what the “white-collar” 
man is to indUstry, is among the forgot- 
ten men. T y it’s a case of the very 
cheap act or the $5,000 and $6,000 act .. . 
the act that can draw them in. The old 
“bottom,” “mitidle’” and “extra” attrac- 
dion act is caught in between. The $750 
to $1,500 act rust either cut way down 
or get on the radio or in pictures and be- 
come a “draw.’} If he can’t do either of 
these things . A . he opens a saloon.

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RADIO READY TO FIGHT 


Network Steals Congress’ Fire 
On 25% Non-Profit Allocation 


Accounting for its 16-hour 


day during 1933, CBS reveals 


70 per cent of time was devoted to non-profit type pro- 


grams——sponsors made it 


possible—Bellows joins NAB

NEW YORK, Aug. 25.—Not letting any grass grow under its feet, radio is fast 
completing plans for its coming battle against an out-and-out aliocation of 25 per 
cent of its facilities to non-profit organizations, hearings on which are scheduled 
to start October 1, before the Federal Communications Commission in Washing- 
ton. Two important moves are already in evidence. One is the placing of Henry 
A. Bellows on the National Association of Broadcasters executive staff especially 


for the purpose of aiding in the fight. 
lumbia Broedcasting System, in charge of 
Washington activities, to join the NAB 
and was a member of the original Fed- 
eral Rad‘o Commission. His background 
and ability is considered perfect for the 
work in hand. 

Second important move is really the 
first round actually fired from the radio 
trenches and is in the form of a 50-page 
brochure illustrating the editorial policies 
of Columbia Broadcasting System during 
its 16 hours of daily operation. Printed 
for private distribution, it is ostensibly 
a recorded summary and brief accounting 
of the manner in which CBS seeks to 
create programs to serve the varied in- 
terests of the diverse croups of listeners. 

CBS naively brings out the fact that 
nearly three-fourths of its 16-hour day 
is devoted to non-commercial programs, 
approximately 70 per cent of its daily 
broadcasting time being devoted to pro- 
grams of a sustaining nature coming 
under the head of educational and re- 
ligious features, or something of similar 
standing. Backed up by a log which 
highlights the entire year of 1933, CBS, in 
giving a strict accounting of its non- 
commercial time, is nearly three times 
over the 25 per cent which the FCC seeks 
to make mandatory as per wishes of Con- 
fress. Actuallv there were days when 
more than three-fourths of the CBS 
facilities were devoted to non-commercial 
broadcasts. 


Looking at the Record 


Under Adult Education, CBS, plus the 
explanatory remarks, reveals the list of 
talks and addresses by prominent au- 
thorities in the field of arts and sciences, 
partial log of which is appended in last 
pages of the book; its American School 
of the Air, presenting the world’s finest 
music and renowned speakers or discus- 
sions of vital world events, or extending 
high cultural and educational value for 
both adults and children, as well as the 
problems of the housewife, has a complete 
history of its progress, its former sponsor- 
ship and the agreement with the U. S. 
Office of Education that only one 25-word 
credit to the commercial broadcaster 
would be used and finally the programs 
being nlaced on a straight sustaining 
basis by CBS, with nearly 90 outlets tak- 
ing the programs. 

Other departments include Civic We?- 
fare, Religious Programs, Internctional 
Rroadcasts, News Events of Importance, 
Broadcasts by the President, Serious 
Music, The Drama, and Entertainment. 
The activities under each head are ex- 
plained in detail, and the features in- 
cluded in each series. 


The Sponsor Pays All 


Under Entertainment, CBS tactfully 
brings home the fact that sponsored 
programs gen*rally are on a higher cul- 
tural value than in the past and that 
the commercial programs averaging but 
434 hours per day out of the 16, paid 
for the remainine 11% hours of non- 
commercal broadcasting and made it 
possible for the educational features, 
etc., to be heard free of all tax. That 
the sponsored program had entertain- 
ment value pleasing to the listeners 
must be true, or else the sponscr would 
not find his program profitable. It is 
eranted, however, that not all this enter- 
tainment suits all tastes of hearers, but 
apparently it must suit a great many of 
them for the advertiser to find it profit- 
able. 

Continuing in its diplomatic vein. CBS 
brings out the fact that in all popularity 
votes the commercially sponsored pro- 
gram has won the largest public favor.

All billing has been taken 
Gown from the theater, as well as frames 
in front of the house announcing its 
proposed plans.

Eddie Cantor returns for Standard 
Brands October 7, with Joe Penner for 
the same sponsor that same night but 
on NBC’s other (blue) network. Fol- 
lowing week Jack Benny, after a layoff, 
will come back to start his new series 
for General Foods’ Jello. 

Benny with precede Cantor on the red 
network’s listing This is considered no 
mean help to Standard Brands, particu- 
larly when Cantor goes over to Pebeco. 
There is said to be some doubt that 
Centor will broadcast mainly for Lehn & 
Fink’s toothpaste, this coming after 
studying the sales figures as running 
too low chalked up annually by the 
dentrifice. It is thought that Cantor 
may be switched instead to the same 
firm’s disinfectant account, Lysol. 


NBC Moves Fast 


NEW YORK, Aug. 25.—Fast overnight 
move found the NBC sales promotion de- 
partment in one office on the third floor, 
in 3C8, formerly occupied by the service 
department. The fourth floor offices, for- 
merly used by sales promotion, have been 
taken over by the traffic department, while 
the second floor offices formerly used by 
part of the s. p. crew are being turned over 
to production.

LONDON, Aug. 16.—The Radio Exhibi- 
tion, which opened at the Olympia, Lon- 
don, today, has 320 stands as compared 
with 282 last year. 

The roof of the building is spanned 
by tapestry patterned entirely of colored 
neon lights. Flood lighting changes the 
general color scheme to red if the weath- 
er is cool, to silver grey if the weather 
is warm.

NEW YORK. Avs. 27.—Racio o~ any 2f 
its special counsel will not iake a hand 
in the fight upon the American Society 
of Composers, Authors and Publishers, 
insofar as joining forces with the motion 
picture interests are concerned. Accord- 
ing to previous reports, the exhibitors 
who contemplated filing test suits in the 
U. S. Courts against ASCAP were 
anxious to hire Newton D. Baker’s law 
firm, Baker, Hostettler, Sido & Thomp- 
son, of Cleveland. 

The law firm is now handling the 
pending suit against ASCAP filed last 
year by WIP in Philadelphia and the 
exhibitors were desirous of linking up 
with radio against a so-called common 
cause. 

From reliable sources it is learned 
that the Baker firm would first want to 
see the color of the exhibitor money to 
the tune of a large fee and again, radio 
interests does not want to be tied up

with motion pictures angie due for one 
thins to the campaign recently launched 
against the movies ty the Legion of 
Decency. 

Radio executives feel that were the 
broadcaster tied up consistently with 
the exhibitor, who is in more or less bad 
standing with the clergy, altho it is the 
producer and not the theater owner who 
is at fault for the pictures in disrepute, 
it would tend to associate radio in the 
wrong light, and make it appear that a 
common cause was being fought for 
reasons other than ASCAP. 

According to important radio officials, 
the broadcaster will fight his own bat- 
tles as much as possible and work out 
his own deals with ASCAP. Particularly 
since there is the possibility of radio 
passing on its ASCAP license fees to the 
sponsor, a proposition seriously welcomed 
by all broadcasters excepting one chain 
head.

KPO Is Set as Key 
Outlet From Oct. 1 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 25. — With 
conclusion of the daylight-saving period 
in Eastern cities September 30, NBC's 
50,000-watt KPO in San Prancisco be- 
comes the key station of the Western 
outlet. Chain programs, including com- 
mercials, will be shifted from its lesser 
station, KGO, which is a 7,500 watter. 

Don E. Gilman, vice-president in 
charge of NBC Western division, stated 
that 75 commercials now heard over 
KGO and theo network will be trans- 
ferred t KPO. A large numbe: of sus- 
tainings will likewise go along with the 
change. What effect this will have on 
KPO’s rate card remains to be seen. 

“We have made this change to improve 
the service of the network,” Gilman 
said. “Important programs not now 
available to listeners in many outlying 
places where radio service is not satis- 
factory, will be brought to these sections 
by means of EPO’s greater carrying 
power.” 

The change ‘s the result of study and 
surveys which have been in progress for 
more than a year, according to Gilman 
Virtually all outstanding broadcasts now 
heard over the NBC-KGO network, such 
as Ont Man's Family, Amos ’n’ Andy. 
Maxwell House Showboat, Fleischmann 
Hour and similar presentations will be 
heard over what will be the NBC-KPO 
network after September 30.

While some sponsored programs of popu- 
lar entertainment do not satisfy the more 
thoughtful or discriminating groups, 
there is no doubt but that standards 
have been raised and that some of the 
entertainment preferred a decade ago 
no longer has a vogue. Byrd Expedi- 
tion, Minneapolis Symphony Orchestra, 
the Philadelphia Symphony under Sto- 
kowski, and the various Mctropolitan 
Opera Company stars are mentioned by 
way of showing the sponsor in a better 
light. And as the educational work of 
the broadcasting companies continues to 
effect still further changes in the direc- 
tion of the public interest, commercial 
sponsors, says CBS, will undoubtedly di- 
rect. programs accordingly. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 25.—Lines of bat- 
tle on one of the first combat fronts to 
take form under the act creating Federal 
Communications Commission are being 
drawn at present in connection with the 
hearing before FCC on October 1 on the 
question of the allocation of radio broad- 
casting facilities to »on-profit organiza- 
tions, one of the liveliest of the quys- 
tions discussed in Congress during the 
time the new act was under considera- 
tion. Only, apparently, assurances that 
this question would be brought out into 
the open at the first opportunity and 
made the subject of a public hearing, 
reconciled those members of Congress 
advocating such a provision in the act 
to passage of the latter without such in- 
clusion. Plans are to be announced soon 
by NAB, and possibly after the conven- 
tion to be held at Cincinnati, September 
16-19, inclusive. for the line of battle 
as regards the broadcasting interests. 


In building up its case, NAB is urging 
all stations to furnish whatever infor- 
mation of heipfvl character which 
thev may have available for this purpose. 
Conferences already held have develoned 
much of data which broadcasters con- 


sider of value. The fact stations de- 
pend for their existence upon commer- 
cial business means that any action 
which *vould tend to decrease this busi- 
ness is of vital concern to them. And, 
in addition to this, any opening in the 
defenses which would operate toward the 
weakening of the commercial support cf 
the broadcasters might, in these davs of 
almost anything happening, serve to en- 
courage other attacks upon the breast- 
works. Broadcasters are of the view they 
will be able to present a very strong case 
when hearing time rolls around, a month 
hence. 


Presumably, for the purpose of prepar- 
ing for such contests of the future as 
that over the allocation of broadcasting 
facilities to non-profit organizations and 
other potential movements which might, 
seem to threaten the interests of com- 
mercial stations, the Alabama _ State 
Committee of NAB was organized recently. 
This committee has started a campaign 
to increase the number of receiving sets 
in the State. S. G. Persons, WSFA, 
Montgomery, was named chairman of 
this committee. Announcement says that 
the New York State Committee organ- 
ized more than a year ago and it is ex- 
pected similar organizations, with no offi- 
cial staniins under NAB, will be formed 
in other States.

Dennis King 


Reviewed Wednesday, 10-15:15 p.m. 
Style—Baritone, orchestra and dramatic 
sketch. Sponsor—Enna Jettick Shoes, 
Inc. Station—WJZ (NBC network). 


Enna Jettick, one of radio’s early 
spenders, is back again, this time with 
Dennis King, the Lou Katzman Orches- 
tra and additional dramatic talent. 
Show is a fairly smart little production, 
the only possible fault appearing to be 
an overzealous King, something that 
may be overlooked and charged up to a 
first show. King offered a couple of 
semi-classical tunes plus the inevitable 
Nitchivo, Russian carefree ditty. Con- 
cluding was the baicony scene from 
Cyrano de Bergerac, in which he was 
supported by a dramatic actress. To do 
this within the short time allotted, plus 
the explanatory bit preceding it, makes 
for a rather rushed explanation. A cut 
in an earlier bit of music could have 
obviated the hurry and a clearer picture 
would have been presented to the many 
listeners who have not seen or read the 
play. However, the main thing no doubt 
is the reading by King, and the variety 
touch it added to the program. 


Orchestra leaned toward the strings, 
good violin accompanist being much in 
evidence. Ensemble also offered a cou- 
ple of tunes, including A Kiss in the 
Dark, and generally made itself useful 
in background music which seemed well 
scored. The presentation at the open- 
ing gave the Enna Jettick dealers a 
break with the announcement that they 
(the dealers) felt that an entertaining 
program was on tap, the credit further 
stating that the dealers also felt that 
the new styles would find equal favor. 
Woman’s voice scught to work in a few 
words on the shoes against a sub-tone 
cn a clarinet during course of one of 
the orchestra’s pieces, but the credit was 
a total loss due to being drowned out. 
If two mikes were used control man did 
not fade the clarinet out enough and if 
beth musician and speaker used the 
same mike it surely was a poor trick. 
Mcst substantial credit came at the 
close the slogan being a custom fit on 
a ready-made plan, plus “America’s 
smartest walking shoes.” Home, Sweet 
Home, as a violin solo, broke out there- 
after with King getting in a last word 
in a more English accent than usual, 
stating that he was happy to be on the 
program and both he and Enna Jettick 
Waited on the wishes of the listeners.

Vocal organization new to the East, 
having been imported from the Coast 
and now under the aegis of Paul White- 
man. Outfit seems to have everything 
in the way of voices and arrangements 
and a reported youthfulness as to ap- 
pearance that shculd make them go far 
in radio and theatrical circles. First 
sustaining program for NBC, however, 
reveals them as being a fine quartet, but 
rather staid in choice of selections of- 
fered. Too much so considering that 
the entire routine was pretty much the 
same, utilizing the style not exactly in 
vogue these days when listeners do not 
go in so heavy for the refined glee club 
stuff. 

However, when heard Thursday night 
on the Whiteman Kraft Phenix Cheese 
program they proved themselves capable 
of more modern stuff and shone to far 
hetter advantage than on their sustain- 
ing. A little hot-cha or leaning toward 
popular tunes won’t hurt them a bit. 
NBC has lined up the four for a series 
of sustainings, provided selling them 
on a commercia! doesn’t supersede this 
plan. In the meantime they will be 
heard as the King’s Men with the White- 
man organization.

Cigaret Account 


Buys 2-Hour Show 


NEW YORK, Aug. 25.—The two-hour 
sports-musical show, started a week ago 
as a WMCA-ABS sustaining afternoon 
feature, is going commercial shortly 
for a newly intrcduced product. Latter 
is Kentucky Winners, a new cigaret 
being marked by Penn Tobacco Com- 
pany. Cigaret features a moisturee 
proof paper. Ruthrauff & Ryan are the 
advertising agency. 


Understood the program was actually 
scld commercially before the ciggie took 
it over but that it was put on a sus- 
taining basis first to establish a fol- 
lowing. Program features Clem Mc- 
Carthy, veteran sports writer, with race 
and ball-game results and musical en- 
tertainment. Program, originally sched- 
uled from 3 to 5 p.m.,, has been shifted 
to start a half hour later. McCarthy 
returns after the original marathon 
broadcast for a final sports resume. 

Program is starting only as a WMCA, 
not a network offering. Yesterday it 
hadn't been decided whether the net- 
work would supply its other stations 
with sustainings for the two-hour period 
or run the McCarthy show as a net- 
work, with only local commercial an- 
nouncements. Cigaret does not have 
distribution yet to warrant a network 
broadcast. As distribution increases 
additional outlets will be added. 


N. Y. Post Buys Time 
As Part of Campaign 


INNEW YORK, Aug. 25.—New York Post, 
as part of a large advertising appropria- 
tion, is taking tothe air in its campaign, 
as well as advertising in other dailies. 
Campaign is tied up with a $10%000 prize 
contest. 

Radio broadcast, scheduled for Mon- 
day (27) has an unusual angle.

AFM Decides Not 
To Let Noble In 


NEW YORK, Aug. 25.—Unless Joseph 
Weber, president of the American Fed- 
eration of Musicians, changes the deci- 
sion upon his return from Europe in the 
near future, Ray Noble, English musi- 
cian and composer, who was to have 
sailed shortly for this country to take 
over a night club spot and radio com- 
mercial, won’t be allowed in. AFM 
came to that decision this week. Under- 
stood that Abe Lyman and Meyer Davis 
put in squawks against Noble's entrance 
to the U. S. Leo Reisman, who-did the 
same, reversed himself. 


AFM Officials stated that it was doubt- 
ful that Weber would change the de- 
cision. Union, led by Weber, has fought 
for 20 years to have control in such 
cases and a variation from the policy, 
it was stated, seemed needless. Noble 
was going to use only American musi- 
cians, as he has no band of his own. 
His night club engagement was for the 
Radio City late spot and his commercial 
for Bromo-Seltzer, both booked by 
Rockwell-O’Keefe. AFM stated that 
there were plenty of local conductors 
not working. 


Situation will probably result in re- 
prisals and a complete halt to American 
appearances in England, which have 
been infrequent enough. Joe Venuti, 
without his band, is now in England for 
a Palladium date, but proposed bookings 
for Duke Ellington and others are up in 
the air. 


NBC Coast Hdgts. 
May Move to L. A. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 25.—Rumors 
and denials are flying fast and furious 
here concerning reports that NBC plans 
te move its Western division headquar- 
ters to Los Angeles. 


Threatened entry of a third network 
in the nation, with headquarters in 
Southern California, is the accredited 
cause of the flurry.

the short wave shows scheduled for the 
future. American variety shows, with 
talent recruited here, will be put on in- 
stead.

Radiotelegraph 


Service for Chi 


CHICAGO, Aug. 25.—Starting Septem- 
ber 1, RCA will inaugurate its first 
radiotelegraph service station in Chicago 
for intercity transmission of radiograms 
thruout the country. A five-year lease 
has been signed with RCA Communica- 
tions, Inc., a subsidiary of RCA, for 
first-floor space in the Field Building, 
Chicago’s leading office structure, for a 
central radio office for world-wide re- 
ceipt and sending of radiograms. 


A receiving station is to be established 
on a 160-acre site at Leroy, Ind. Thir- 
teen 90-foot towcrs have just been com- 
pleted there. Nine miles from Leroy, at 
Creston, Ind., a transmitting station is 
now being constructed. It, too, will 
have 13 towers. About $100,000 has 
been invested in these two stations, 
which will be connected with the cen- 
tral radio office in Chicago by remote 
control. 


High-power directive transmission will 
be used in sending radiograms, it was 
stated by R. S. Seklemian, local agent of 
RCA in charge of radio service installa- 
tion Within a few months there also 
will be in use a facsimile service for 
transmission of actual writing or pic- 
tures. With the use of ultra high 
frequencies, it is hoped to soon be able 
tc transmit writing and pictures quickly 
and at a fraction of the present cost.

$500 Shows To Last Less 
Than Month Is Smart Talk 


Expect them to be boosted to $850—cheap bills afford 
chance for new talent—usually anemic results for thea- 
ters—RKO houses, like Coliseum, used to better shows 


NEW YORK, Aug. 25.—The #500 budgets for vaude in RKO houses will likely 
be boosted to $850 within a month, and a like increase will be evident in other 


houses starting their flesh seasons with budgets of that caliber. 


This has been 


gleaned from a consensus taken of experienced theater officials and vaude experts 
who know from experience that to play with a small budget is dangerous and often 


ruinous. Cheap 


shows, 


they admit, tho, avails the opportunity to introduce 


embryonic talent, but the policy on the other hand usually brings anemic results 


to the theater. The general opinion is 
that the idea of using four days of 
vaude at a $500 budget, or a 10-cent 
theater paying actors $4 a day, is a 
hopeless way of attacking the problem 
which made th>m resort to flesh, name- 
ly, bad film product. The addition of 
bad product on the stage would be little 
short of ruinous. This and other facts 
that enter into the matter, it is pointed 
out, will necessitate the boosting of 
budgets. RKO is already said to be 
raising the antes of its two and four- 
day spots. 


The small budget requires experiment- 
ing with new talent, which is most 
Gangerous. No matter how many years 
of experience a booker may have had, 
so the general feeling is, he cannot 
properly build his show and know what 
it will be like. He still needs that sock 
act in the middle of the bill, and that 
salary alone would eat up the budget. 
With new talent it is a long shot. 


Furthermore, it is pointed out, these 
low budgets are being put into houses 
of the caliber of the Coliseum, Chester, 
etc.. which had been accustomed to 
higher grade bills during their flesh 
days. Even in the 10-20-30 days of the 
Loew Circuit, reveal the vaude authori- 
ties, the budgets were no lower than 
$1,200 on the week. And at that time 
the actors were getting about 50 per 
cent of what they are making now.

Whitehead Taking Steps for 
Early CWA Relief for Vaude 


NEW YORK, Aug. 25.—In an effort to 
get CWA relief for vaude performers 
without any more stalling, Ralph White- 
head, executive secretary of the AFA, 
wrote a letter on Wednesday to Alfred 
H. Schoelkopf, State chairman of the 
CWA. Whitehead took this step when 
he was unofficially told that Schoelkopf 
had refused an appropriation. 


For some time now Whitehead has 
been working on getting relief and has 
been given the encouragement of all but 
10 definite appropriations. The long de- 
lay in giving relief to the vaude pro- 
fession has finally become irksome, and 
unless the CWA authorities bring about 
early relief for that field it is likely that 
the AFA will take drastic action. Schoel- 
kopf's answer to Whitehead’s letter is 
anxiously being awaited. 

In the matter of relief, Whitehead has 
asked Colonel Earle Boothe for oertain 


exemptions to regulations which gen- 
erally are okeh but could not be applied 
to performers. He has asked for an 
exemption of the ruling that no relief 


seeker can own a car and that two mem- 
bers of one family cannot be given re- 
lief. Cars are a necessity in the vaude 
field, and family acts, sister teams, etc., 
are many. 

Deputy Commissioner Stanley E. Howe 
of the Welfare Department has informed 
Whitehead that he is still anxious to 
get vaude units for Graycourt, N. Y., as 
well as several cther spots. Colonel 
Boothe and Grace Goslin both have told 
Whitehead they are for this relief and 
all this information was relayed to 
Schoelkopf in the letter. The CWA 
headquarters reveal that elaborate plans 
are being made for vaude, but are await- 
ing official word.

Producers To 


Get a Break 


Bookers feel producers 
need not worry — many 
acts required, units later 


& 

NEW YORK, Aug. 25.—Vaude producers 
ere up a tree as to what part they will 
play in the new season’s activities. 
Their organization, the United Producers 
and Directors’ Association. was all set 
to act as a clearing house for units pro- 
duced by members, but the present lack 
of encouragement on the part of the 
bookers has made them forget about it 
for the time being. However, a checkup 
with various circuit and indie bookers 
reveals that in their opinion the pro- 
ducer is due for a better break this year. 

First of all, the bookers say, the actors 
for the most part have stopped preducing, 
leaving the field to the producer. And 
that the extra heavy activity on the part 
of houses taking on stage-show policies 
affords them the opportunity of build- 
ing acts to meet the demand. The 
bookers’ answer to the question of the 
low salaries is that the producer can 
build his act accordingly. 

Unit producers can still be optimistic 
for the bookers expect that they'll have 
to call on them soon. With all the 
houses opening the supply of acts is ex- 
pected to be depleted in the scramble. 
Therefore the bookers will look for the 
units, but they are not disposed to col- 
ored units because they claim that if 
you see one you see them all. This, 
however, does not apply to unit attrac- 
tions like Cab Calloway and Duke Elling- 
ton. 

The bookers, of course, point out that 
there'll be none of those $6,500 and 
$7,500 prices of last year, and this season 
the units will have to sell from $3,500 to 
$4,500. An example of the $4,500 unit is 
the B & K Bowery unit which RKO has 
routed.

(First Show) 


An excellent, fast-moving and enter- 
taining show at the Palace this week. A 
last-minute change, Paul Sydell and 
Spotty filling in for the Two Daveys, 
caused the Radio Rubes to go on in sec- 
ond spot rather than third, with Sydell 
appearing in mid-frame, but that was 
just the first show. Outside of that, 
everything okeh. Picture is Hat, Coat and 
Glove. 

Phi! Brown and Thelma Hart open with 
a fast and excelient roller-skating turn, 
featured by Miss Hart’s split in mid-air 
as she’s being swung around by her part- 
ner. The stunts are all difficult and well 
done, and the act was punctuated by 
frequent applause, getting a sendoff that 
was unusually strong for a Palace ovener., 

The Radio Rubes—Rufe Davis, Artie 
Hall and John and Neal Labey—follow 
with their ace hill-billy act. They’re one 
of the best hayseed turns in the business 
for this reporter’s money. Davis’ grand 
sound-imitations and amusing mugging 
still feature the act, with Hall singing 
most of the songs and acting as an- 
nouncer. Their rendition of Climbi».’ Up 
the Golden Stcirs, which they should use 
as a finale, is still one of the high spots 
of vaude. They’ve added a dance to end 
the act. It’s amusing, but not as good 
a closing as Stairs would be. 

Paul Sydell and Spotty follow, with 
Sydell’s pair of pooches going thru amaz- 
ing acrobatics. There was heavy applause 
thruout the turn, and plenty at the end. 
The pups are beautifully trained, and 
do acro stunts that have to be seen to 
be believed. Sydell handies them nicely. 

Artie Lewis and Peggy Ames furnish 
the bill’s comedy and do a good job of it, 
assisted by their giant stooge. Lewis 
started slowly, but warmed the crowd up 
to high, and then held them there. Off 
to a nice hand. 


LeRoy Smith and his orchestra are in 
final frame. As always, Smith’s music 
is topnotch, and he is assisted by ace 
specialty people. “Jazzlips” Richardson 
does a couple of his excellent routines, 
Avis Andrews sings with plenty of em- 
phasis on the high ones, and the Lucky 
Seven Trio, boy noofers, close the act in 
a whirl of action. A good band turn.

Loew’s State, New York

(First Show) 


The usual can be said of the current 
flesh program. A good five-act layout, 
received well by the audience, but stiil 
in the standard category. Runs enter- 
tainingly and fast during the 63 minutes, 
but there were a couple of weak moments 
at this viewing. Deucer and _ closer 
weren’t there with the punches. Picture 
is The World Moves On, with Franchot 
Tone, and business was surprisingly good. 
The audience was enthusiastic. 

Herbert, Lyne and Perle do the open- 
ing honors with an aerial turn that’s a 
cinch for doing well by that spot. A 
capable gymnastic trio and what’s more 
have appearance, showmanship and a 
well-routined act. Audience liked them 
considerably. 

Lillian Carman, from the Al Siegal 
camp, didn’t fare so well at this show 
and that was mainly because of the 
blatant orchestration If she was on that 
pit platform she might have been heard 
to better advantage. This way the pit 
crew was going to town. Seems to have a 
good voice, and has got good appearance 
and clever arrangements 

Gaudsmith Brothers are still funny 
even tho it’s the same old act. Laughs 
pour in, like they did here, when the boys 
work with their odd-looking but un- 
usually well-trained French poodles. A 
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lot of slapstick with the pooches and a 
bit of balancing. 

June Carr and Harry Martin (strange 
that the third member, Dave Seed, doesn’t 
get equal billing) provide an avalanche 
cf hoke in the next-to-closing frame. A 
good trio and can’t miss, but they need 
some finishing touches and a few more 
pieces of business. That burlesqued fan 
dance by Miss Carr is a pip. 

Jack Dermnv and orchestra closed and 
were on the receiving end of good ap- 
plause. A very good dance band, but it 
is not designed for the stage. To sit 
to music for 27 minutes isn’t all right 
unless there’s novelty. Still Paul Small, 
the band’s vocalist, is a bright spot with 
his excellent mike singing, and Fiorence 
and Alvarez click with their two ballroom 
routines which they execute in uncom- 
fortably close quarters. There are 15 men 
in the band, not including Denny and 
Small.

Capitol, New York 


(Reviewed Friday Evening, Auqust 24) 

Capitol goes Carnegie Hall this week, 
with the Michel Fokine ballet as its 
stage attraction. Recently a riot was 
caused by a rush at the Lewisohn Sta- 
dium of 10,000 ballet-hungry folks. This 
fact did as much, if not more, than 
anything else towards working out the 
idea of getting the Fokine dancers on 
a vaude stage. House very evidently ex- 
pected a huge turnout, with all ropes 
up. However, at 9 p.m. Friday the ropes 
were just a mockery, which may very 
well indicate that the 25-cent admission 
at the Stadium, plus the difference in 
the crowds, may mean a box-office dis- 
appointment at the Capitol this week. 

Ballet does three numbers. First is 
Fokine’s interpretation of Ravel's Bolero, 
one of the group’s more popular rou- 
tines. Second is the most enjoyable of 
all three, a graceful and charming, 
albeit a little overdrawn, interpretation 
of Les Sylphides. A screen note declares 
that it is Fokine’s idea of the peak of 
ballet. It is that. The set used for the 
number, however, depicting one of those 
leafy bower scenes, is atrocious and 
couldn’t even make a No. 3 company of 
a Shubert musical. Last number is the 
Polevetzian dances from  Borodin’s 
Prince Igor. It is fast moving, colorful 
and kaleidoscopic. Between numbers 
Nicholas Kopeikine, pianist, performs 
Chopin’s Ballade, and the orchestra 
gives an overture from Prince Igor. 

The sharp contrast between the rou- 
tine vaude presentations and this week’s 
bill at the Capitol is obvious. Whether 
that will attract or keep away the cus- 
tomers is the question, involving 
whether the customary mob will care 
to see the Fokine organization. 

Picture will undoubtedly help busi- 
ness. It is Robert Montgomery and 
Maureen O’Sullivan in Hide-Ouf.

Sid 
contributed a short dance and all were 
on for the exit. Three bows. 

Gertrude Niesen, she of the deep con- 
tralto voice and radio reputation, came 
on to a nice reception. Sang Heat Wave 
and Temptation in an exotic manner and 
then did the Russian Pretzel Vendor Song, 
both in Russian and English. Closed with 
Carioca, in which she did a few steps in 
exiting. Could have done more but just 
made a thank you speech. A hit. 

Harry Rese having cracked wise and 
gagged between acts further up on the 
bill used his own spot for the singing 
of two songs, There’s Something About 
Old Canada, a parody on several tunes, 
and Broadway Lullaby. The folks liked 


him and were generous with their ap- 
plause. 

Veloz and Yolanda closed. First was 
their Moonlight Madonna, an exquisite, 
graceful waltz. Then a tango followed 
by a syncopated creation done to Dark- 
town Strutters Ball, and encoring with a 
Danzonette. The personification of grace, 
charm and rhythm, they held the audi- 
ence enchanted and enthralled. They're 
great and were a sock hit..

A pleasant enough show at the Roxy 
this week, with most of the punch lent 
by Herman Hyde and the always excel- 
lent Gae Foster Girls, the house troupe. 
The latter rate extra special mention 
this week for their final number, which 
they perform on stilts, no less. There 
seems to be no job that these kids 
won't tackle—or that they can’t do well. 
The stilt number brought heavy rounds 
of applause. It was all deserved—and 
then some. Previously the kids do a 
carnival routine in peasant costumes 
and later an extremely effective mirror 
dance that’s topped by lovely and intri- 
cate formations. 

Herman Hyde, who’s headlining, has 
a new act. Miss Mona, his sidekick for 
the last several seasons, is out, and 
Sally Burrill (Mrs. Hyde to you) is 
filling in. The act keeps a_ certain 
amount of stuff from the old turn, but 
for the most part it’s new musical tom- 
foolery fhat Hyde dishes. And it’s ef- 
fective. The hoked comedy is there for 
plenty, with Hyde putting it across for 
all it’s worth. Miss Burrill has ability 
and a charming personality, and she 
adds plenty to the proceedings. 

Drew Gary, from radio, sings three 
numbers, With My Eyes Wide Open, All 
I Do and Love in Bloom, the last as 
background for the Foster kids’ mirror 
dance. More vocalizing (plus string 
tickling) is dished by the Four Inkspots, 
colcred lads, who get lowdown and 
plenty effective and end with a hotcha 
dance. The Tom Lomas Company fills 
in with novelties in the production 
numbers, including a comic horse and 
some stilt stuff in the finale, and the 
Coltman Brothers introduce the finale 
with a tap. 

Max and His Gang fill out the show 
and score solidly. The pooches are both 
cute and able, while Max himself is ex- 
tremely versatile, not only pacing the 
bow-wows excellently but doing effective 
dancing, hoop twirling and contcrtion 
on his own hook. 

The film is Charlie Chan’s Courage 
(Fox), and the house at the second 
show Saturday was packed.

One of the girls 
is an excellent acro worker, and she gives 
clever flashes of it thruout the act. 

LePaul followed and he kept the bill 
rolling. Nice appearing lad and good 
at the card tricks. After about five 
minutes of the stuff that is pulling the 
shekels in for Cardini, LePaul brings up 
three stooges from the audience and the 
result is a lot of laughs. 


Nice, Florio and Lubow, after close 
on to two years ‘in Europe, found a 
little trouble getting the feel of an 
American audience again. However, they 
went into their slapstick, and the audi- 
ence came thru with the belly laughs 
and applause. A trio of good workers 
and evidently possessing much stamina 
considering the kicking around they all 
get. Open with dancing and from then 
on it’s one fall after another. 

Mae Usher next-to-closed and came 
off with a prolonged mitting. Good for 
Mae—she looks like she'll climb up high 
among women singles again. Still the 
grand seller, out what’s more is that 
she has a fine stock of material to go 
with it. Four numbers and all specials. 
Her Goldberg’s Wedding still is tops, but 
her medley is a good second. 

Carl Freed, closing, and nine boys do 
a harmonica act—shades of Mi tch. 
Plenty will probably be said a “that 
sway, that effem. stooge, the music and 
a couple of other things. Still Preed 
has a corking act, and the 10 are dressed 
in clown outfits and also use a special 
clown set. The harmonica playing is 
done over a mike and is very good. 
Comic of the turn pools good laugh re- 
turns.

Bye, 
Bye Blues is done with a musical saw and 
banjo combination and there also was 
some fiddling and dancing by one of the 
team. Nice hand. 

Charles and Audrey Howard held deuce 
spot. Reports are that they have gone 
over great at every house they have 
played in this town; still here their talk 
seemed to drag considerably. Maybe it 
was the house that was to blame. Miss 
Howard’s conception of a small girl is 
excellent and at times her work resembled 
Rosetta Duncan’s Topsy. She could 
eliminate some of the nose business of 
which there is too much. A song and 
some dancing sent them off to two bows. 

Bernice Stone and Perry Twins, two 
men, one woman, were next. Looks like 
& new combination and with some more 
work ought to be okeh. After a ball- 
room adegio by the three, the Perry Twins 
do a soft shoe routine with walking sticks 
and Bernice does high kicks, turnovers 
and an acrobatic twist split that got her 
some nice applause. The three then did 
a triple stair dance to close the act. Most 
of the music used does not seem to fit 
in with the numbers done. Good hand. 

Bill Aronson, next-to-shut, seated at 
a desk with a microphone on it put over 
several impressions that included those 
of Arthur Tracy, Singin’ Sam, Rudy Vallee, 
Walter Winchell, Ben Bernie and others, 
leaving a hit.

NEW YORK, Aug. 25.—After three hectic meetings of the Code Authority the 
new revised draft of the revised Legit Code was finally approved and will be sent 
back to Deputy NRA Administrator William P. Farnsworth in Washington, along 


with a collection of objections to various provisions embodied in it. 


Farnsworth 


will decide upon the objections, with the right to turn them down, and will then 


send the code to the President for the latter’s signature. 


on the second Monday after it is signed. 
cuss the draft were held last Wednesday, 
reported in the last issue, and Monday 
and Tuesday of this week. The major 
part of the objections centered, as was 
expected, around the ticket-broker pro- 
visions, which now give the Code Au- 
thority teeth to enforce its rulings. and 
which cali in the Internal Revenue Act 
as authority in forcing the brokers to toe 
the line. 


The ticket brokers, led by William M. 
McBride. objected in the first place to the 
preamble to the ticket provisions, which 
referred to the “deceiving, defrauding and 
extortion of the public.” saying that no 
distinction was made between ticket gyps 
and reputable agents. The clause which 
raised the objection was accordingly 
stricken from the code. 


Another clause, which in effect limits 
the ticket provisions to New York City 
only, also raised objections, and the au- 
thorities in Washington will be asked to 
make the ticket clauses nation-wide and 
all-inclusive. The clause in question, 
which was reported here two weeks ago, 
imited the operations of the ticket pro- 
visions to cities with a population of 
5,000,000 or more. New York is the only 
city with such population in the United 
States. 


Commenting on the code, McBride 
said: “None of the suggestions submitted 
by ticket men in the open hearings in 
Washington last spring were incorporated 
in the altered code. At that time we 
asked for a resale privilege, an accom- 
modation to be used only by licensed 
brokers. This was denied us then. And 
now the Code Authority will not sanction 
it. 


“This stand will merely aid the gyn, 
as there will always be certain theater- 
goers who will deal with speculators. A 
resale privilege at an additional regu- 
latory premium would curb the gyps.” 


Among other objectors to the code were 
the stock managers. Those objections 
raised by groups represented on the Code 
Authority will be forwarded to Farns- 
worth for his consideration. 

Dr. Henry Moskowitz yesterday an- 
nounced that the work of the Code Au- 
thority has been practically completed, 
and that a transcript of the revised code 
is now being made, to be forwarded to 
Washington immediately. 

The chief provisions of the revised 
code were listed in The Billboard in the 
issue dated August 18. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 25.—Word comes 
to Washington that agreement on the 
revised code for legit theater has finally 
been reached and NRA is awaiting receipt 
of the revised instrument from New York 
City. In view of the fact that members 
of the Code Authority have been made 
aware of just what the attitude of the 
Administration is as ,to points in dis- 
pute, naturally assumption is that the 
code will come to Washington in a shape 
which will meet approval of NRA as to 
essentials. If not acceptable, after all of 
this lapse of time and discussion as to 
main disputed points, NRA might pos- 
sibly conclude to write a finished code 
itself and send it to New York for ac- 
ceptance, whether or no 


There is no reason to think such an 
extreme step is in prospect, but, as is 
known. there has been a feeling for some 
time that the industry had been given 
plenty of leeway and that if it has not 
been abie to write a revised code within 
the time allowed, chances are it will not 
be able to do so at all.

The dispute began in Washing- 
ton February 3, when Muir refused to 
appear unless he received $200, which 
he claimed was due him in lieu of no- 
tice. He was suspended February 27 
by Equity and fined #100.

After announcements, postponements, 
tryouts end changes of plans, the season 
of 1934-’35 finallv got under way Thurs- 
day, when Keep Moving, a revue, man- 
aged to get itself open. After almost 
two months of theaterless summer, an 
excursion to the playhouse was, to this 
reporter, something of a novelty, and he 
managed to get to the Forrest Theater 
feeling like an average playgoer, attend- 
ing for pleasure rather than the stern 
command of duty. But even the feel- 
ing of being an average playgoer couldn’t 
make Keep Moving seem like a good show. 

There’s nothing in particular wronz 
with the Forrest Theater’s new revue— 
except some unnecessary and unfunny 
dirt—but there's nothing in particular 
right with it, either. It’s just one of 
those things. A couple of the songs are 
pleasant, there are lyrics which are 
occasionally so insane they’re amusing 


(tho more often they aren't), there are 
some nice dances and some nice per- 
formers, and that’s about all) The ma- 
terial constantiy misses fire, never com- 
ing up to its own possibilities (and that, 
frequently. is the fault of the dirt, which 
is dragged in by the seat of its trousers). 
The affair is loosely put together and not 
at all smooth. There were moments dur- 
ing the second half when Keep Moving 
just didn't, with the band replaying its 
cues until it sounded like a phonograph 
record with a damaged thread. 


While Tom Howard is on it’s all amus- 
ing enough. Mr. Howard, with his dry, 
caustic and quiet humor, can be very 
funny at almost all times—and he’s very 
funny at almost all times in this. His 
sidekick, George Shelton, helps out as 
always. For the rest, Billy Taylor preves 
himself a droil and able fellow in a 
couple of songs; Meta Carlyle displays 
her loveliness, and Kay Picture displays 
ner acrobatic dancing ability; Nayan 
Pearce flings her tawny beauty thru a 
couple of dance routines with the aid 
of Dan Carthay (tho she makes a mis- 
take when she takes on a singing assign- 
ment); Woods Miller warbles, showing 
off a pleasant personality and an un- 
resilient voice; Harriet Hutchins con- 
tributes an amusing burlesque of a torch 
singer, and Joan Abbott enacts the orig- 
inal of Miss Hutchins’ burlesque. Miss 
Abbott’s singing is a bit too low-down 
io rate very high, but it might seem a 
great deal better if she'd forget to mug 
her songs. You wonder when she’ll let 
her features settle down and be just a 
face. It would be a pretty face, it seems, 
if she’d give you a chance to see it. 


Among the others were Clyde Hager, 
who did an extremely funny burlesque 
of a pitchman, spoiled at the end by 
blue and boring gags; and little Nita, 
of Singer’s Midgets, a dainty and able 
sprite who did an adagio with the aid 
of the full-sized Delmar Twins. The 
other midgets appear here and there. 
lending a bit of novelty, if nothing else. 


Jack Scholl and Max Rich, responsible 
for the words and music, wrote a couple 
of catchy numbers in Hotcha Chiquita 
and Sleepy Moon. 

But Keep Moving doesn’t endanger the 
eminence of As Thousands Cheer, which 
closes September 8. It doesn’t even en- 
danger the eminence of Life Beyins at 
§:40, which won't open until next week.

Body Meets 


Reports on conference 
with Mayor LaGuardia—

NEW YORK, Aug. 25.—Among matters 
taken up at a meeting of the Actors’ 
Emergency Association, held at the Union 
Church 'Thursday night, was a report on 
the conference of the previous week with 
Mayor LaGuardia, in which the associa- 
tion had endeavored to impress the 
mevyor with the necessity for permanent 
rather than temporary relief. The may- 
or’s attitude was favorable to all the 
suggestions of the delegation, altho the 
larger matters, he said, were bound to be 
held up, due to the lack of funds. 


Charges of discrimination and humil- 
iation and similar complaints he prom- 
ised to invsetigate immediately, and, as 
reported last week, the Harlem Relief 
Station was closed within three hours 
after the conference, All actors now reg- 
ister at the Port Authority Building at 
111 Eighth avenue. 


Among the discrimination charges were 
complaints that Negro actors were dis- 
criminated against in both registration 
and casting, and that certain favorites 
of the relief officers received jobs in pref- 
erence to other actors. A case was cited 
in which a director wired for an actor, 
who was working out of town, to fill a 
relief part, after the same part had been 
withheld from 15 or more registered, 
needy and out-of-work relief actors who 
had applied for it, but were told they 
were not the type. 


The committee had also requested that 
immediate steps be taken to put actors’ 
relief on a permanent basis, and that a 
cash relief fund be established to give $7 
a week to unemployed actors and $5 a 
week to dependents, this fund being a 
means to allow the unemployed actor to 
go out and look for work. 

The mayor cited the impossibility of 
financing at present. He also dubbed 
the Lundeen Unemployment Insurance

In Referendum Balloting 


Membership at large votes down proposal to enfran- 
chise delinquents behind in dues for not more than year 
—vote is 444 to 144—had tied in vote at June meeting 


NEW YORK, Aug. 25.—The last of the four proposed amendments to the 
Equity constitution brought up by the organization's new group at the annual 
meeting June 1 was defeated this week as the results of the referendum upon it 
were tabulated. Tne amendment would have provided that all members behind 
in their dues, holding excused cards, and not delinquent for more than a year, 


would be entitled to vote.

Cuts, Concessions Up; 
Plenty Council Work 


NEW YORK. Aug. 25.—The cuts-and- 
concessions resolution, suggested by the 
new group of Equity and mulled over 
for twe months by Equity Council, is 
expected to come up for final decision 
before the council at that dy’s meet- 
ing on Tuesday. The resolution would 
regulate cases of general pay cuts and 
force the manager to open his books to 
Equity before such cuts were allowed, 
also providing for a return to the origi- 
nal scale when the weekly receipts war- 
ranted it. 

Much additional work is expected for 
the council, with many questions due 
up for decision. Among the most im- 
portant. it is expected, will be action, 
one way or the other, on the proposal 
of the League of New York Theaters 
for a $1-top legit circuit. with 10 weeks 
and 10 shows guaranteed. Concessions 


The result of the referendum was 444 votes against and 
144 in favor. The proposed amendment had an exciting career 


When it was put 
to oral and standing ballots at the June 
1 meeting disputes arose, and it was 
finally submitted to a written vote of 
those present. When the ballots were 
ccunted it was at first announced that 
the amendment had won, 121 to 120, but 
it was later discovered that one invali- 
dated vote was legal, and the final re- 
sult of the ballot stood at 121 to 121. 
Equity council then decided to call a 
referendum, with ballots being mailed 
out to all members. The ballots went 
out July 31, and August 20 was the 
stop-date for the return of votes. 


Of the other three amendments pro- 
posed by the new group June 1, one was 
lost and two passed at the annual meet- 
ing. 

The just-defeated amendment had 
been strongly opposed by the Equity ad- 
ministration on the grounds that if de- 
linquent members were accorded all 
privileges there would be no incentive 
to pay dues, and that members out of 
work and unable to pay dues might 
easily be stampeaed into making tem- 
porary relief measures permanent parts 
of the organizaticn’s setup. Arguments 
of the new group were that people who 
were temporarily out of work, but who 
were still actively interested in the or- 
ganization as evidenced by their excused 
cards, should be entitled to a say in the 
association's affairs. 

The result of the referendum was 
hailed as a decisive victory by the ad- 
ministration, since the vote in favor of 
the amendment went up by only 23 in 
the poll of the entire membership, while 
the vote against grew until it had a 
three-to-one advantage. Frank Gill- 
more, president of Equity, said yesterday 
that, in his opinion, the vote showed 
that the membership felt that hundreds 
of actors in arrears, altho many of them 
might cast intelligent ballots, should not 
be given every right and privilege of the 
association or be placed upon a par 
with dues-paying members. 

The new group, from the time of the 
June 1 ballot, has insisted that it did 
not want to go to the membership with 
this particular amendment, figuring that 
many other points in its program were 
stronger and more.important. 

The low number of votes cast by the 
entire membership in the referendum 
was explained vesterday by Gillmore, 
who said that hundreds of members 
were working in summer theaters, and

Love Kills there can be no possible, probable shadow of doubt, as the D’Oyly Carte 
Company will sing shortly. Picnic, a dull, stale, muffled and sophomoric essay 
into the sterile schools of the Moscovites, may remain unquestioned upon any in- 
dividual list. And so, for that matter, may Gentlewoman, Mr. Lawson's garbled, 
dull, pretentious and silly examination of theories of society and sex. Only by 
Stretchfhg a point could that too be labeled sophomoric; it is, at best, merely 
freshmaniac. 

But concerning the other three items there may be some question. There 
is hardly a reviewer, if the original reviews are criteria, who will not at least tacitly 
allow the inclusion of The Pure in Heart. This corner would seem to be the 
Sinele exception. The Pure in Heart was an attempt that did not quite come off. 
Not quite coming off, it looked ridiculous upon the stage---but if it had had the 
little bit that was still needed, it would have been finely successful. It had power 
and beauty and emotion packed within it, but it tried to do something beyond its 
Scope, and there lay its weakness. It was a Dae play. certainly; but it deserves 
honor as a valiant attempt. 

I Myself was the silly tale of a returning ghost, permitted to set its earthly 
affairs straight after becoming a duly accredited member of a sort of Heavenly 
Kiwanis Club. The play did, however, possess a first act (concerning events lead- 
ing up to tragedy) which was well written and moving—and there were plenty 
of plays produced during the season which failed to possess even that much. As for 
Thunder on the Left, evervthing that Miss Jordan says about it has been said in 
this corner before—but Miss Jordan discusses the novel rather than the play. 
Granting the diffuseness, uninitelligibility and cockeyed mysticism of the novel, 
the dramatizing job was amazingly well done. 

More startling than her inclusicns however, are Miss Jordan’s omissions. 
For one thing, she omits One More Honeymoon, which was probably the worst 
play that this reviewer has seen in four years of playgoing. There were countless 
others, all of them far worse, it seems to me, thon various of Miss Jordan’s entries. 
Even their names bring a recurring nausea: Love and Babies, The Sellout, Under 
Glass, The Scorpion, Strange Orchestra, Too Much Party, Late Wisdom and The 
Perfumed Lady. There were probebly others, too. 

It is interesting to note that at least six of those ridiculously inept plays dealt 
unsavorily with sex—and that none of them lasted much more than a week. 
There is probably a moral there somewneie.

fall, with slack ir automobile sales and 
off season. However, startling pickup 
at some theaters with cool weather re- 
cently indicates Detroiters are turning 
to shows whenever they have the money. 
Showmen generally are more optimistic 
than in past two years. Prospects of 
bank payoffs to small depositors are 
stimulating confidence. 

Legitimate: After the worst season 
in decades, revival is looked for, with 
the last show playing here establishing 
a season run of three weeks. 

Dramatic stock: Expected to have a 
fair season if managers have the cour- 
age and cash to put on popular-priced 
shows with wide appeal. Revival of 
Bonstelle Civic Theater is awaited with 
interest. Drunkard Company, now play- 
ing. has established a six-year record, 
indicating trend to mix dramatic and 
other interests for a successful run. 

Films: Several houses reopening and 
remodeling, new houses building in 
State. Managers only slightly affected 
by film clean-up campaigns. Is most 
optimistic branch of show business. 
Dual bills expected to prevail. 

Vaudeville: Prospects poor, with $7.50 
code minimum enforced. Managers gen- 
erally afraid of high-priced talent and 
usually cannot afford cheaper. Several 
neighborhood houses will put in flesh, 
but only for a few days. No revival 
here. 

Night Clubs: Trend is to better class 
acts and more acts, giving heavy com- 
petition to theaters on both patronage 
and buying talent. Smaller gardens 
continue to have orchestras, but cut 
acts, while larger places are turning to 
floor shows. 

Radio: Very few national programs 
from here. Staff artists continue to 
furnish most entertainment, even on 
new accounts, with local stations. Most 
features have been long set, and few 
cancellations are expected. Staff open- 
ings and auditions continue to de fre- 
quent, however. 

Burlesque: Three stock houses now 
open, with a probable fourth soon, giv- 
ing Detroit best burlesque opening in 
years. Rotating casts and added vaude- 
ville acts expected to be used heavily. 

Tab: Detroit has never gone for this 
class of entertainment, except in a few 
neighborhood houses. Business thru 
the State is expected to be fair, with 
companies in smaller cities. 

General: Minstrel, magic and special- 
ty shows in neighborhood theaters have 
worked out well 1ecently under resource- 
ful managers like Joseph La Rose, of the 
Eastown. Bands are planning on more 
dates, but chiefly thru established agen- 
cies for special dates; bigger name bands 
are not being sought as in the past. Re- 
vival of skating rink interest is expected, 
with big plans in prospect. Ballroom 
managers are uncertain of fall, because 
of beer garden competition. Endurance 
shows are not even being talked of by 
local showmen, with recent public dis- 
taste. 


Cleveland 


CLEVELAND, Aug. 25.—Cleveland for 
several months past has registered a 
steady employment gain which justifies 
the present optimism in all branches of 
show business. Figure they are slated 
for a positive prosperity return this year. 
To substantiate this opinion countless 
thousands of dollars have been, and still 
are, expended in expansion, remodeling, 
program building and other preparatory 


work incidental to the expected return_ 


of prosperity. 

Pix houses are offering first-run films 
at the lowest prices in years and are 
enjoying the best business in the last 
three years. 

Radio continues with its State-wide 
search for talent. Material gain in the 
number of local advertising agencies 
sponsoring programs is a factor that 
points to a more prosperous year. 

Good stock business has been regis- 
tered thruout the summer, which is 
unusual for this territory. Bids fair to 
continue. 

Several good legit shows are slated for 
local showing. and present indications 
point to no foldup because of lack of 
patronage. Customers want the shows. 

Burlesque continued here thruout the 
summer, something hitherto unknown, 
and Warren B. Irons and George Young 
report that the outlook for 1934-’35 is 
better than ever before. 

Big floor shows, name bands and ex- 
ceptionally good variety bills have bol- 


stered up the night-club field consider- 
ably. Capacity biz is on the books if 
this course continues. 

The demand for a return of flesh is 
steadily increasing in this area. which 
indicates the return of vaude. 


Kansas City 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Aug. 25.—The 
prospects for the coming year in the 
Middle West are a bit shady. This con- 
dition arises not from the prolonged 
depression but from the severe drought. 
Middle-West places of amusement are 
supported chiefly by the farm areas so 
badly affected by the drought. Crops 
were wiped out completely in many re- 
gions and cattle died by the hundred 
thousands. It is doubtful whether the 
money derived from federal relief will 
tend to overcome the heavy losses of the 
farmers. 


While this condition makes the com- 
ing season look unfavorable, it is also 
an opinion of farm experts that the late 
1935 season will be a profitable one. due 
to a decrease and possible elimination of 
stored farm products of other years, as- 
suring the farmer of a better price on 
his 1935 harvest. 


In Greater Kansas City the picture 
theaters have gone thru a trying sea- 
son. Some theater managers attribute 
it to the heat wave that hovered over 
this section for 10 weeks, while others 
attribute it to the boycott of pictures 
by the Legion of Decency. However, 
managers are optimistic for the coming 
season. With the end of hot weather, 
closing of outdoor amusements and set- 
tlement of the boycott, theaters should 
come back to their own. 


Burlesque is very much undecided. 
At present the burly houses have no 
prospects of tenants for the winter the- 
atrical season. 


The usual number of circle stock com- 
panies will play this territory the com- 
ing season. It is estimated that about 
15 played within a 100-mile radius of 
Kensas City last year and that at least 
the same number will venture forth this 
season. 

Very few reports have been received 
from contemplated tab shows out of 
Kansas City. ' 

Kansas City’s vaudeville will be some- 
what better than last year. The RKO 
Mainstreet has not announced its policy 
for this winter, but it is expected to 
revert back to pictures and stage show. 
The Tower Theater, formerly Pantages, 
has been rumming pictures anc vaude- 
ville since last April and will continue 
on that policy. Several of the smaller 
houses are using an act or two oc- 
casionally. 

The leading night clubs will present 
extensive floor shows this winter. ac- 
cording to present plans. The competi- 
tion in this field is keen. 


Indianapolis 

INDIANAPOLIS, Aug. 25.—The outlook 
for the winter season here is far better 
than it was a year ago, but according 
to many managers a lot of improvement 
must still be made. Managers of film 
theaters report fair houses during the 
summer months, and point to the in- 
crease in summer biz te justify their 
claims that the fall and winter grosses 
will show a decided improvement. The 
largest pix house in the city, the In- 
diana, is dark and has been during the 
entire summer. No announcement as 
to policy has been made, and it is prob- 
able that it will continue dark thru the 
fall and winter. 

The Lyric, which is the only vaude 
house here and which has been running 
straight pix during the summer, is ex- 
pecting to reopen vaudc shortly after 
September 1. Two burly houses have 
operated during the summer, the Mutual 
and the Rialto. Biz has not been too 
good, but they managed to worry thru 
and will continue during the fal) and 
winter. 

Both local radio stations are now 
hooked up with national chains, and 
this has disposed of some of the local 
talent that had been working. Adver- 
tising seems to be good with both sta- 
tions. 

Night clubs came up during the year 
like mushrooms, and many of them died 
as quickly. However, business generally 
is reported good, and these clubs are 
responsible for assimilating a large part 
of the loose entertainment talent in 
this section. 


Minneapolis 

MINNEAPOLIS, Aug. 25.—In spite of 
unfavorable reactions due to drought 
some amusement enterprises report 
thriving business, but a general tone of 
uncertainty hangs over plans for the 
coming season. Local cinema business 
will proceed about the same as in the 
past year, with two new houses opening 
early in the fall Faim community 
movies are hard hit and see little hope 
for early improvement. Radio is ex- 
panding healthily. Legitimate revival 
is already under way, with The Drunk- 
ard in music-hall style at the West Ho- 
tel. Six weeks in drama festivel is be- 
ing arranged for November and Decem- 
ber, to include six Broadway successes 
and eight stars. A permanent repertory 
company is considered for September 
opening. 

Vaudeville just isn’t. Unit shows will 
be presented at times, for they really 
draw. Fred Waring’s Pennsylvanians re- 
cently broke long-standing records at 
the State. Night clubs are shaky. Busi- 
ness at a few spots is good, but not 
good enough to encourage great splurges. 
Tab-stock looks pretty dead. Stock may 
be revived if conditions really swing up. 
Burlesaue will be limited to the Gayety. 

Altogether there seems to be a 
gradual improvement but not what was 
expected. 


Grand Rapids 


GRAND RAPIDS, Mich., Aug. 25.— 
While prospects for fall and winter are 
not blinding, sufficient enthusiasm is 
being expressed by operators and man- 
agers to warrant an optimistic state- 
ment. 


Indications are big-time vaude (prob- 
ably five acts and film) will return to 
G. Raps within two months, playing 
either the Regent or Keith’s. Possibility 
of a local stock company appears re- 
mote, altho Bob Henderson, of Detroit, 
is rumorec negotiating to bring a group 
here for a brief season around Thanks- 
giving. Tom Jones’ Musical Jesters 
Company is completing a fairly sucess- 
ful summer season at Ramona Park and 
is planning to return for its third sea- 
son next year. Show may be taken on 
the road thru Michigan for a while. 
Serious drama will be handled by G. R. 
Civic Theater, with a few road show 
booked into Powers, now dark. No 
chance for burly here, operators say. 

Film operators report steady summer 
biz and hope for increase with colder 
weather. Majestic, closed for summer, 
expected to open soon, as. will other 
houses closed during hot season. Cen- 
sorship problem being ironed out here, 
with double billings hoped to be elimi- 
nated by October 1 or thereabouts. 

After the initial flurry on repeal. 
night spots are about set now (more or 
less permanently) with the rush to open 
new places replaced by competition to 
attract crowds. Outdoor locations got 
wonderful play this summer, most using 
good talent. Tendency noted by clubs 
to book acts out of Chi or Detroit. 


Name bands on barnstorming raids 
played summer resort towns thruout 
State. All in all, look for good fall sea- 
s0n. 


Portland, Ore. 


PORTLAND, Cre., Aug. 25.—Once more 
theater interests in the Pacific North- 
west are making plans for increased and 
better entertainment. In the majority 
of the key cities on the Coast things 
theatrical have been almost dormant, 
due in part to the long-drawn-out water- 
front battle. Now that differences have 
been patched up indications point to a 
considerable upward swing during the 
fall months. 

Vaudeville has been at a low ebb, ex- 
cept at the Capitol Theater, Portland, 
and Paramount of the Evergreen Circuit 
in Seattle, and both agree that vaude- 
ville has been a stimulus to their pic- 
ture fare. 

Night clubs have been opened in in- 
creasing numbers in the larger centers. 
and have taken up the best of the tal- 
ent. 

John Hamrick, well-known independ- 
ent chain operator, is making plans for 
using more name bands in conjunction 
with his screen features, on account of 
his uniformly sceod business with this 
combination in all his houses in Port- 
‘and, Seattle and Tacoma. 

The screen fare during 1934 has 
brought only average box offices. This 
in part, however. has been due to lack 
of exploitation by the first runs. It is 
also noted that considerable independent 
product is finding its way into the first 
runs, and rood returns have been se- 
cured by the exhibitor. 

As some 87 per cent of the exhibitors 


in the Oregon trade area hav-e signified 
their intention to revert to single bill- 
ing, it is now thought likely t-hat before 
the end of the vear duals will be a thing 
of the past. 


Seattle 


SEATTLE, Aug. 25.—Optimis m—mixed 
with a caution that rather curbes exuber- 
ance—marks the outlook of the entire 
amusement field in Seattle and the far 
Pacific Northwest. Film men and radio 
hroadcasting studios are leaders in this 
feeling of better things to come. Seattle 
was beginning to show progress when 
the Coast-wide water-front strike tied 
everything up tight, paralyzing business 
at its source. With the strike a’ matter 
of history all hends are on the: job te 
overcome the handicap. 

Dramatic offerings are few and far be- 
tween. Transportation and general over- 
head have discouraged prcducers from 
bringing legitimate shows here. There 
is no tab or stock. Vaudeville is shown 
at the better mction picture houses, and 
here again the trend is toward better 
talent and cleaner shows. F&M ‘Time, 
handled by Roscoe & Keighley in Seattle 
for the Northwest, is booked into John 
Hamrick’s houses. Edward J. Fisher, in 
Pantages Building, books many of the 
smaller picture house and night club 
acts. Burlesque is confined to the State 
Theater. 

Film men unhesitatingly rejoice over 
the cleanup of pictures. Picture tnea- 
ters have been suffering a silent boycott 
With clean pictures there is an immedi- 
ate indication that the public will again 
take interest in the shcws. Several 
houses report *hat even in the summer 
attendance has grown over last year. 
Theater operators and publicity men arc 
cce-operating strongly to keep picture 
advertising clean Even the stills are 
censored before going to the _ press. 
Newspaper advertising is light compared 
to former years. There is less duplica- 
tion of media and o consequent broad- 
ening of advertising to include more 
generous use of billboards and radio 

Radio studios give close co-operation 
and there is conceded to be much closer 
harmony between the studios and all 
branches of theatrical profession. Promi- 
nent orchestras are broadcast direct 
from dance hails and night clubs. The- 
aters are using radio announcements 
heavily and are feeling the results in 
heavier box office. Radio popularizes 
theme songs before pictures are shown. 


“No More Ladies” First 
For Am. Theater Society 


CHICAGO, Aug. 25.—Subscription sea- 
son of the Theater Guild and the Amer- 
ican Theater Society has started off with 
a bang, unusually early mail orders al- 
ready having brought requests for tickets 
from several thousand persons. Thoda 
Cocroft, in charge of subscriptions, has 
keen kept busy since the sale opened two 
weeks ago, and states that a record sea- 
son is indicated 

First play in the American Theater 
Society series will be No More Ladies, 
with the original New York cast. The 
next two plays in the series are the 
Theater Guild productions Mary of Scot- 
land, with Helen Hayes, Philio Merivale 
and Helen Menken, and Ah, Wilderness’, 
with George M. Cohan. A third Theater 
Guild play will be selected from a lst 
including A Sleeping Clergyman, the 
Operative version of Porgy, and new 
plays by Eugene O'Neill, Maxwell Ander- 
son, John Wexley, Dawn Powell and 
Claire Siften. Two more American Thea- 
ter Scciety plays will be selected. 


Central City Loss Down 


DENVER, Aug. 25. — Deficit at the 
third annual play festival at the 56- 
year-old Central City Opera House is 
$5,000. This will be made up by the 
guarantors and is $1,500 less than the 
deficit last year. 

Production this year cost $25,000, but 
being Othello there was no royalty nec- 
essary. Last year $1,500 royalty was 
paid for the use of The Merry Widow 

Backers expect the annual affair to 
be self-supporting by another year or 
two. More tickets were bought by tour- 
ists this year, against less by local peo- 
ple, indicating the festival to be get- 
ing more publicity out of the State. 


Walker-Nesbitt for London 


LONDON, Aug. 18.—Andre Charlot will 
produce the new Walker-Nesbitt revue 
September 10 at the Palace, Manchester 
after which the show will be scen at a 
West End theater Several American 
artists will be included in the lineup. 
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Denver Cops Rule 
Out All Gambling 


DENVER, Aug. 25.—Drawings of all 
kinds have been ruled out of Denver 
theaters by the police. This is an off- 
shoot of the drive against jack-pot slot 
machines and gambling when local dai- 
lies forced the city administration to 
action. 


The police order ruled out not only 
theater raffles, but drawings at church 
fairs, games of chance at Elitch amuse- 
ment park, and anything in which 
chance took a part. 


Police pointed out to theater men 
who protested a section in the amuse- 
ment license issued by the city. The 
clause absolutely forbids anything of a 
chance nature being conducted on the 
premises. 

State laws carry a penalty of et least 
$100 fine or at least 30 days in jail for 
conducting a lottery, but theater men 
here insist their drawings are out of the 
lottery class, by the reason that tickets 
are passed out free of charge as well 
as to those entering the theater. 

Within the last nine months the 
Huffman chain of eight theaters have 
given away 31 Ford cars, with a value 
of more than $22,000. During part of 
that time an opposition tieup of 13 
theaters was giving away either an autc 
or $600. These, tagether with country 
stores, bank and cash nights, would 
probably bring the total for the nine 
months for Denver theater giveaways 
close to $45,000. 


Pa. Censors Are Busy 
Despite Hays Cleanup 


PITTSBURGH, Aug. 25.—The Penn- 
sylvania Censors are still on their job, 
now proving a harder one since the fall 
crop of films are a more decent bunch. 
However, they do their best to find some 
scenes “indecent” and use their scissors 
accordingly. 

Of the latest victims to emerge crip- 
ples out of their “repair shops” are 
The Girl From Missouri, starring Jean 
Harlow; The Personality Kid, with Pat 
O'Brien and Glenda Farrell; Housewife, 
with Bette Davis; Littl Man, What 
Now?, starring Margaret Sullavan; 
Smarty, with Joan Blondell, and All Men 
Are Enemies, with Helen Twelvetrees. 


Wisconsin Amusement 
Co. Expanding Rapidly 


MILWAUKEE, Aug. 25.— Continuing 
its expansion move, Wisconsin Amuse- 
ment Enterprises, Inc., has announced 
the annexation of several new units 
thruout the State under an operating 
agreement with the present managers of 
the theaters. The Fox and Strand in 
Marinette and the Lloyd in Menominee, 
Mich., have been added, with Martin 
Thomas as resident manager for the 
theaters. ; 

A, similar arrangement has been en- 
tered into in Menasha and West Allis, 
with Gene Phalen directing the desti- 
nies of the Allis and Paradise theaters 
in the latter city. The Rex in Oshkosh, 
under the operation of Etta Weisner, 
has also been annexed, and _ reports 
have it that a move is under way to 
enter into an agreement with L. K. 
Brin, operating the Garden, local down- 
town house. 


20th Century Will Up 
Budget to $6,500,000 


HOLLYWOOD, Aug. 25.—Next season’s 
production budget for 20th Century 
calls for an outlay of $6,500,000 for 10 
features. This is double the amount 
spent last year by this company. The 
announcement of the budget increase 
was made by Darryl Zanuck, production 
chief of the company. 

Zanuck, who just returned irom 
abroad, stated that his company will 
keep away from sex in their new line- 
up. He said, “Hollywood need not be 
atraid of excluding sex from pictures. 
It's all a matter of handling situations. 
We do not intend to shun it entirely 
in our pictures but we will treat it with 
Sincerity and good taste.” 


Hear 1,000 Cases 


NEW YORK, Aug. 25.—Since the mo- 
tion picture code started operating on 
May 15, more than 1,000 cases have been 
heard by the 64 grievance, clearance and 
zoning boards, according to the Code Au- 
thority. To reach this figure it has been 
necessary for the boards to work at top 
speed. 

The cases before the various boards 
have now dwindled to the point where 
they can be handled easily and the mem- 
bers are able to relax from the strenuous 
duties. 


New Detroit Zoning 
Brings Protest Flood 


DETROIT, Aug. 25.—The publication 
of the plans for zoning and clearance for 
Detroit by the NRA board last week has 
brought in a flood of appeals. No final 
number has been estimated, but is 
understood these will be forwarded to 
the national code authority at New 
York for hearing. Henderson M. Richey, 
general manager of Allied Theaters of 
Michigan, has been given the sanction 
of the Allied board of directors to defend 
the plan before the national authority 
hearing. 

Most complaints allege that the plan 
is unworkable, while others allege un- 
fairness in the protection given. The 
premium proposition to raise prices one- 
third for houses with such a policy has 
also met vigorous opposition. 

Some of dissentients include members 
of Allied, which has been supporting 
the plan strongly as an organization. 


French Gaumont Broke 


PARIS, Aug. 25.—The Gaumont Fran- 
co-Film Aubert Corporation has filed a 
petition in bankruptcy with the Paris 
Tribunal of Commerce. The Gaumont 
firm, capitalized at 84,000,000 francs 
($5,600,000), is the most important film 
group in France, controlling or operat- 
ing more than 40 picture houses thru- 
cut the country. Principal houses op- 
erated in Paris are the Rex, Gaumont 
Palace and Olympia.

25.—For services 
rendered for 14 months, the three Para- 
mount trustees in bankruptcy, their 
counsel and special accountants, have 
filed a petition with Special Master John 
Joyce for $721,204. The trustees are 
Charles Hilles. Eugene Leake and Charles 
Richardson. 

The trustees each seek $100,000 for 
their efforts, while the counsel, Root, 
Clark, Buckner & Ballantine, ask %350,- 
000 for their services and $3,771 for ex- 
penses. The balance is for services of 
special accountants and counsel to probe 
the stock repurchase agreements and 
acauiring of theater circuits between 
1929 and 1932. 

The investigation led to the filing of 


a suit by the trustees to recover from 
the officers and directors of Paramount 
$13,600,000, the amount disbursed in re- 
purchasing the stock issued at guaran- 
teed redemption prices 

A movement is under way to effect a 
complete reorganization of Paramount 
by October 1, but observers believe that 
it cannot be done in that time. The 
company’s affairs are so involved and 
interlocking that it will require consid- 
erable time to unscramble the situation 

An Official of Paramount made public 
to Joyce that the company showed a 
net profit of $5,029,252 for 1933 and a 
net profit of $2,601,856 for the first 
quarter of 1934. 

Joyce will set a date in the near 
future for further hearings. 


agreed to combine its strength te 
maintain like moral standards in the 
production of films as a form of enter- 
tainment. To that end the independents 
pledge to adhere to the regulations 
promulgated by and within the industry 
to assure the attainment of that purpose. 

“The need of solidarity in this matter 
to assure to all organizations, public 
bodies and the public of the purpose here- 
in expressed is evident. Therefore, that 
all may know our industry can and will 
regulate itself in the public interest, the 
Independent Producers’ Association, act- 
ing in conjunction with the Hays office, 
will from this date have all productions 
of its members bear the certificate of 
approval issued by the Production Code 
Administration in association with our 
duly authorized representative, Chad- 
wick.” 


NEW YORK, Aug. 25.—It is the opinion 
here that a smart move by Will Hays 
forced the independents to place their 
product under the eye of his organization. 
In a statement recently forwarded to the 
head of the Legion of Decency, Hays says 
that his organization was doing all in its 
power to clean house and that every pic- 
ture bearing the seal of purity could be 
counted upon to be censorproof. 

This statement. it is said, made it 
necessary for the indies to get busy with 
a seal of their own or come to the Hays 
office for it. This is exactly what hap- 
pened and in spite of the talk by Ray 
Johnston, leading indie producer, that the 
majors were out to strangle the indies, 
they have come around. 

It is not expected that the co-operation 
of the two groups in this particular in- 
stance will soften the feelings of the 
factions, but it is agreed that the fly-by- 
night producer who deals in smut will 
find no market for his wares and this 
reaction will have a decidedly good effect 
on both major and indie producers. 


NRA Picket Enjoined 


GOSHEN, Ind., Aug. 25.—Alleging the 
NIRA is unconstitutional as to intra- 
State business, Mrs. Harold Bowser, of 
Elkhart, has been granted a temporary 
restraining order in circuit court here 
against Leroy Berry, of Elkhart, Ind., 
prohibiting him from picketing a mo- 
tion picture theater in Elkhart owned 
by Mrs. Bowser. She has signed no code 
agreement. contending the act is invalid, 
and the picket carried a sign stating the 
theater management had not signed and 
was not complying with the NRA code 
The plaintiff says that because of the 
implication of unlawfulness and lack of 
patriotism in the picket’s sign the the- 
ater has lost business. 


45” New York Schools 
Equipped for Pictures 


NEW YORK, Aug. 25.—According to 
superintendent of schools here, 45 per 
cent of the schools of the city are 
equipped to give motion picture shows 
The number of schools take care of 
450.000 pupils who see pictures in line 
with their regular studies. An inves- 
tigation discloses that those pupils who 
have access to the pictures are further 
advanced than those dependent entirely 
upon books. 

It is expected that within a very short 
time every school in Greater New York 
will have talking picture equipment and 
a library of educational films available 
for the students. 
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N. J. ALLIED FLAYS POLITICS 


Myers Says Campaign Donations 
By Producers Give Them Breaks 


Claims newsreels merely glorify politicians—Samuelson 
re-elected with $5,000 salary—will carry anti-block book- 
ing to Congress—Allied meet largely attended by indies 


ATLANTIC CITY, Aug. 25.—Charging discrimination by the government against 
exhibitors and in favor of producers, branding the newsreel as “political influence” 
in which politicians “throw roses at themselves,” declaring the American Society 
of Composers, Authors and Publishers believe themselves possessed of unrestricted 
rights of extortion in their new demands, and resolving to take the block booking 
problem before Congress to get relief, the Allied Theater Owners of New Jcrsey 
this week held their annual convention at the Ritz-Carlton Hotel, this city. The 


Eastern regional conference of inde- 
pendent exhibitors is also held in con- 
junction with this convention. 


More than 200 delegates were present. 
In addition to New Jersey group, other 
associations represented included: MPTO 
of Maryland, Associated Theater Own- 
ers of Rhode Isiand, Independent Ex- 
hibitors of New England, ATO of New 
York, ATO of Vermont and ATO of New 
Hampshire. 

This conclave was one of the most 
important in history of association and 
packed with fireworks from start to fin- 


ish, climaxing with address by Abram F.* 


Myers, chairman of board of Allied States 
Association of Motion Picture Exhibitors, 
who declared the government was show- 
ing discriminaticn in handling picture 
situation alleging that “gifts’ of pro- 
Gucers to campaign funds were respon- 
sible for swaying of many deals. He also 
attacked the NRA. 

Myers said, in part: “Time has come 
for fight if we want to live. Reasons 
tor success of producers in gaining spe- 
cial preferences is campaign fund con- 
tributions . . the newsreel has ceased 
to be an action strip and is a mere 
repetition of speeches of politicians in 
praise of themselves.” 

Referring to NRA, he said: “Produc- 
ers retired from field with code written 
solely in their interest.’”” He labeled as 
extortion, demands of American Society 
of Composers, Authors and Publishers 
for increases in the seat tax ranging 
from 100 to 500 per cent effective Octo- 
ber 1. 

The convention went on record as fa- 
voring working hand in hand with League 
of Decency for cleaner pictures, finding 
that when industry was accused of 
“filthy, morbid and violent pictures” 
Will Hays unjustly transferred the 
blame to exhibitors. Another’ resolu- 
tion was passed by conclave against out- 
of-State censorship. Second-run houses 
of State get Philly prints severely cen- 
scored, while first runs get full pix, thus 
cutting income of seconds among which 
are many indies. Also resolved to hold 
semi-annual mid-winter convention in 
December at place to be selected later. 

Convention at opening session went 
on record as ready to take block-book- 
ing and blind-buying problems direct to 
Congress for relief. It was declared they 
are getting nowhere. In this regard 
Walter B. Littlefield, vice-president of 
Allied, called for immediately beginning 
of vigorous campaign not to finish un- 
til the block-bocking evil is crushed. 

Sidney E. Samuelson, of Newton, was 
unanimously re-elected president for 
the fourth term, this year with a voted 
salary of $5,000. Frank P. Gravatt, of 
Steel Pier, was elected to succeed Morti- 
mer Lewis as a director. All other of- 
ficers were re-elected. They are: Vice- 
presidents, Julius Charnow, Leonia; I. 
M. Hirshblond, Toms River; Harry I. 
Waxman, Atlantic City; Irving Dollinger, 
Linden, secretary, and Louis Gerofsky, 
Somerville, treasurer. Jerome Kriden, 
East Orange, was named an additional 
vice-president.

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Spokane Exhibs To 
Fight Pooch Races 


SPOKANE, Wash., Aug. 25.—Exhibitors 
of Spokane, and in fact those in the key 
cities of the entire Inland Empire, are 
making a strong fight against dog races, 
with local sheets and editorial staffs lend- 
ing all possible aid. Many merchants in 
the large centers are also spending both 
time and money to see that their business 
“does not go to the dogs.” 


Leading exhibitors have broken into 
print, declaring that betting had a de- 
Moralizing effect on the people and that 
it stunts the city’s growth to foster such 
entertainment. Also, that the proceeds 
from the race track bill for the State and 
county are so scant as to amount to a 
fraud. “Perhaps 80,000 people can’t be 
wrong, but they can unmercifully fool 
themselves and they can perpetuate 2 
cruel hoax cn those who, when they have 
asked for bread, have been given a stone.” 


Heads of theaters here declare that 
from a study of conditions on the Coast, 
where dog raccs have been started, that 
the theaters and other legitimate busi- 
ness have been hard hit. They declare 
they will have an active part in any 
campaign in opposition to dog racing. 


Pittsburgh Ist Runs 


Fighting for Product 


PITTSBURGH, Aug. 25.—The increase 
in first-run theaters downtown over last 
yeer finds exhibitors rushing to local 
exchanges in an attempt to buy up all 
available product. Universal, which has 
heretofore sold to Warner Brothers, has 
closed deals with the newly opened Har- 
ris-Alvin and the recpened Fulton. 

Columbia is still holding out, awaiting 
better prices. As a result of the larger 
number of houses all or most of the in- 
dependent productions wil! get first-run 
showings downtown for the first time in 
a number of years. 


Eastman Earnings 

ROCHESTER, N. Y., Aug. 25.—The 
Eastman Kodak Company reports a net 
profit of $6,745,676 for the 24 weeks 
ended June 16. This is equal to $2.91 
per share on the common stock. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 25.—When Columbia's 
“One Night of Love” opens at the Music 
Hall here on Scptember 5, it will be 
heralded by a $45,000 newspaper campaign 
in the local dailies. This will be divided—- 
$32,000 for Columbia and $13,000 for the 
Music Hall. This is more than half the 
gross for an average Music Hall weck. 

The amount is equal to that spent on 
the Sam Goldwyn Picture, “Nana,” in an 
effort to build up Anna Sten. In that 
instance the Music Hall was on the big 
end. In spite of the campaign, the pic- 
ture was pulled after the first week, prov- 
ing that no amount of money will build up 
a flop.

Pittsburgh Indies 
In Price-Cut War 


PITTSBURGH, Aug. 25.—A price-cut- 
ting war of their own is waged among 
“the little fellows” here and in nabor- 
ing territory. In an effort to stave off 
the chain house competition they do 
everything but offer free admissions. 

With the Roosevelt and Granada 
theaters here offering double bills and 
shorts for a 15c top, including occa- 
sional stage shows, the Rialto on Fifth 


avenue cut its general matinee admis- ' 


sion to 10c, showing some of the sea- 
son’s hit films. The Dale Theater in 
Johnstown, with the pick of the 
product going to its competitors, finds 
it plenty hard to keep going. Latest 
innovation is the three-hour show dur- 
ing which, occasionally, 12-chapter ser- 
ials are offered as one feature. Rich- 
ard Talmadge’s marathon film Pirate 
Treasure, shown last week, brought fine 
box-office results. 


The Menlo house in Charleroi 
switched to double bills and cut its ad- 
mission to 10c. In Kane, a special ad- 
mission for ladies, 15c, includes a 
chance to win luncheon sets, dinner 
cloth, etc. Altoona’s Mishler Theater 
conducts “Country Store” nights every 
Friday, when groceries and other prizes 
are given away. 


Brought to the attention by The Bill- 
board correspondent, Emmaline Fine- 
berg, secretary of the local Motion Pic- 
ture Code Authority, reported that 
there is nothing in the code to prevent 
such price-cutting practices unless defi- 
nite charges against certain exhibitors 
are filed. And exhibitors just now are 
not filing any charges, believing that 
these methods will result eventually in 
more favorable box-office returns. 


Local 164 Asks Tilt 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., Aug. 25.—A wage 
increase averaging 25 per cent will be 
sought by the Motion Picture Projec- 
tionists’ Union, Local 164, when present 
contracts expire September 1. All 
houses in Milwaukee County employ 
projectionists belonging to the union, 
with wages running from $26.25 in out- 
lying houses to $62.16 a week in the 
first-run theaters. The demands affect 
about 190 men in over 70 theaters. 


Labor Will Make Concessions 
For Eastern Production Work 


NEW YORK, Aug. 25.—In an effort to 
stimulate motion picture production in 
the East Sol Scoppa, president of Local 
52, Studio Mechanics, has made a propo- 
sition to Pat Casey, labor representative 
of the major studios, whereby New York 
labor would give decided reductions in 
wages. 

At one time practically all of the mo- 
tion pictures of the country were made 
in New York territory, but labor trouble 
forced the producers to other fields. 
Hollywood was chosen, and owing to its 
accessibility to mountains, forests, 
deserts, etc., every major company soon 
established itself there. 

Since the migration to California 
there have been desultory activities in 
and around New York, but not more 
than 1 per cent of the picture produc- 
tion has been made in New York in the 
last few years. 


Casey suggested that since the unions 
were desirous of bringing a portion of 
production east, they should start in now 
by showing their good will to the extent 
of cutting wages to the level of Holly- 
wood. This the union has under ad- 
visement. 

This year there are several studios in 
operation here, and it is understocd that 
if labor shows a desire to co-operate 
more production will be shot here, but 
there must be a guarantee that the op- 
eration of the studios will be frec of 
labor trouble. 

Paramount was the last major com- 
pany to pull stakes in New York. It 
still owns the Long Island studio, but 
leases space to independents. Producers 
have many times evinced a desire to 
produce here, but they claim that labor 
troubles add too much to the cost of 
shooting. 


Kingfish Ups 
La. Film Tax 


Calls for 10 per cent in 
addition to tax on all 
movie theater advertising 


a 

NEW ORLEANS, Aug. 25.—With the 
introduction in the State Legislature of 
a bill imposing a tax on all amusements 
in the State of Louisiana, of which the 
motion picture houses will suffer most, 
the New Orleans newspapers can be 
blamed for giving the idea too much 
publicity. 

Back in 1932 Mayor Walmsley advo- 
cated and pushed thru the State Legis- 
lature a bill giving the city of New Or- 
leans power to levy a 10 per cent tax 
on all amusements in the parish of 
Orleans. As the federal government 
was at that time furnishing relief to 
the unemployed the bill was not put 
into effect in the city. 

Mayor Walmsley and Senator Long 
are deadly enemies, and to vrevent the 
mayor and his welfare committee from 
collecting and distributing the _ tax, 
Senator Long has caused to be intro- 
duced and passed in the State Legis- 
lature, now in special session, a Lill to 
kill the act of 1932 and substituting 
therefor another 10 per cent amuse- 
ment tax to be collected by the State 
government and the proceeds turned 
over tc the ERA for distribution, but 
taking in all the parishes in the State 
for the benefit of the “unemployed” 
and the “unemployables,” many of 
whom have, it is said, never done a day's 
work in their lives. 

The bill is an administration measure, 
and all motion picture houses will come 
under its domain, which means a raise 
in the admission prices. Many of the 
smaller houses in the State cannot sur- 
vive the tax and its passage will mean 
not only an advance in admission prices 
but the closing of some of the houses 
two or three days a week and in some 
cases permanently. 

Rumored on Film Row today that 
many who will be compelled to raise 
their admission price will use double 
features, running their shows longer in 
order to give their patrons “a run for 
their money” as it were. It is claimed 
that the tax on admissions will do more 
harm than zood. 


New York Kills Two 
Bills Aimed at Films 


ALBANY, Aug. 25.—The_ resolution 
introduced last week in the Legisla- 
ture designed to investigate the State 
Censorship Department relative to its 
action on films considered immoral and 
degrading was killed in committee and 
not permitted to come before the mem- 
bers of the Legislature for a vote. The 
proposition called for an appropriation 
of $25,000 to make this proposed inves- 
tigation. 

Another bill which proposed to pro- 
vide for special licensing of films to 
determine if they are fit subjects to be 
viewed by children under the age of 16 
years and to impose a penalty upon the 
exhibitor for violations was also de- 
feated. This bill also was not recom- 
mended by the governor. . 


Detroit Censor Sees 
Improvement in Films 


DETROIT, Aug. 25.—Comment on defi- 
nite improvement in the type of film 
product released in recent weeks. since 
the effects of recent clean-up campaign 
became effective in Hollywood, was made 
this week by Lieutenant Royal Baker, De- 
troit police censor in charge of films, in 
an interview with The Billboard corre- 
spondent. 

“There has been a lot of the question- 
able wise-cracking taken out of the pic- 
tures,” Baker said. “They are coming 
now cleaner and better since the cam- 
paign took effect. Moreover, there is 2 
different class of story coming thru now. 
Producers have made a genuine attempt 
to clean up their films for this season.” 
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NEW PRODUCT RESPONSIBLE 
FOR TILT IN THE PICTURE BIZ 


NEW YORK, Aug. 25.— Theater business 
showed a big improvement this week over 
last. This is due partly to a bresk in the 
weather in the Midwest sector and to general 
release of the new season's product, which is 
far above average. 

The vacation period is about over and the 
swimming season is fast drawing to a close. 
The cool nights are giving added impetus to 
movies, and the box offices thruout the coun- 
try are reflecting it. 

For the past three weeks there has been a 
steady increase in business in most of the key 
spots, and exhibitors are convinced that the 
worst is over and from now there will be 
less demand for red ink. 


New York 


Business this week was the best in a 
year. Practically every first-run house 
played to capacity. The increased in- 
take was due entirely to good product, 
and if the pictures shown this week are 
a criterion of the entire season’s product 
it looks as tho the SRO sign is going to 
be in great demand this year. 


Pittsburgh 


Business here was a little above aver- 
age, but it was not the pictures that 
caused the increased box office take. The 
weather was largely responsible, for the 
pictures were mediocre. Theater owners 
are eagerly awaiting the new product and 
expect a break when the new season 
opens. 


New Orleans 


Theaters here are hitting below aver- 
age. The weather is still against theater- 
going and the pictures are not strong 
enough to get the crowds. A new worrv 
to confront the exhibs is the new 10 per 
cent tax, which will mean upping the 
prices without the theater owner benefit- 
ing. 

Montreal 


Box offices showed a slight increase this 
week. The pictures were a little above 
the average in entertainment value, and 
the weather has been cool enough to 
keep people from the outdoor competitive 
spots. From row on there will be little 
competition from parks, which gives the 
movie palaces a break. 


Kansas City 


In spite of the fact that the films this 
week were nothing to write home about, 
business here was above average for the 
week. The exhibs cannot figure out the 
reason for the increase but are holding 
their breath and hoping it will continue. 


Chicago 

The Loop saw a decided increase in biz 
this week. The picture fare was a little 
better than last week, and the houses all 
showed a tilt at the box office. Show- 
men are optimistic enough to believe that 
the new season will be the best in several 
years. 


San Francisco 


Business was spotted here this week. 
The houses showing new product got all 


the breaks, with the others going in the 
red, Theater owners are looking forward 
to a concerted move to increase prices 
in this district. 


Lincoln 

Business here, right in the heart of the 
drought area, is almost up to the par of 
previous summers. Most theaters hold- 
ing back the best product during the 
terrific summer heat are loosing them 
now and bringing the patrons back in 
fine shape. Cooling rains and temperate 
nights have made showgoing again a 
pleasure. There have been no theater clos- 
ings in town, and a general pickup is ex- 
pected with the opening of colleges (there 
are four here, including the State Uni- 
versity), which brings about 12,000 stu- 
dents to town in mid-September. 


IMPPA Adopts the 
Hays Purity Seal 


HOLLYWOOD, Aug. 25.—Trem Carr, 
president of the Independent Motion 
Picture Producers’ Association, an- 
nounced today after 1 two-hour session 
of the board of directors that the in- 
dependent producers have agreed to ac- 
cept the Hays office Purity Seal and 
have appointed I. E. Chadwick as of- 
ficial representative to sit with the Pro- 
ducers’ Code Administration on all mat- 
ters pertaining to independent produc- 
tions. 

The statement authorized by Carr 
after the meeting held in his offices at 
Monogram follows:

Common Sense 


ROM all parts of the country comes word of concerted 
F action among theaters to raise their admission prices. 
For the past two years there has been cutthroat com- 
petition that has driven prices almost to the vanishing 
point and has put theaters in the red that should have 
shown a profit thruout the depression. 


No one particular group is responsible for the driving 
down of prices. It was a natural scramble to get what 
little money was available in spite of the fact that the 
tactics made everyone lose. With the code in operation, 
it begins to look as tho sensible prices will soon prevail. 


We can find no logical reason why any exhibitor should 
give a two-hour show for 15 cents. Some may say that their 
patrons cannot afford more. We doubt this. If every thea- 
ter in every town would tilt prices proportionately, they 
would find no decrease in patronage and at the same time 
would get themselves out of hock. 


There will always be a small element among theater 
owners that will not agree to an up tilt of prices, hoping the 
others will agree and thus leave the field clear for honky- 
tonk practices. It is these few that make it tough for the 
legitimate picture operators. 


Unfair competition has given headaches to most ex- 
hibitors. The majority are convinced that a raise in box- 
office prices is inevitable but cannot get 100 per cent co- 
operation among their fellow showmen. It is up to the 
code boys to put teeth in the document and drive out all 
those who thrive on the losses of others. 


It is no secret that a cheap ‘‘shooting gallery’’ can 
operate at a cost far below that of a decent house, but the 
theater owner with courage enough to build a house cater- 
ing to the better element should be protected from sharp- 
shooters. 


In many parts of the country exhibitor groups are 
banding together to increase admission prices and make 
it tough for those who do not join the movement. Prices 
in every line of business have shown an uptrend, but pic- 
tures still sell far under their value. There is no other 
commodity that sells for as little as picture entertainment 
and it is the fault of the exhibitors themselves that such a 
condition is permitted to exist. 


Reports from those sections where a tilt has been 
made show that there is no decrease in attendance, and 
the box-office intake shows a healthy growth. The public is 
aware of the picture bargains and it is doubtful if a rea- 
sonable increase would be resented anywhere. 


With the new season’s product ready and a public 
eager for the latest from Hollywood, it is the psychological 
time to up prices at least 25 per cent. The exhibitors are 
paying more for their product this season than ever before 
and it is only fair that they pass along some of the burden 
to the public. 


It becomes pretty tiresome hearing small exhibitors 
complain about their losses when it lies in their power to 
correct the situation overnight. They cannot expect the 
public to demand an increase nor can they expect the dis- 
tributors to make up the losses. It is up to the theater 
owners themselves to agree on the amount of the tilt and 
punish those who do not play ball.

Because of its realism and the fact 
that it might happen in any family 
There’s Always Tomorrow is a human 
document that,.altho not exciting, will 
satisfy and account for satisfactory box- 
office grosses. 

Picture lacks any sensationalisms, 
anti-climaxes, etc., and runs along at a 
slow end plodding tempo and ends 
abruptly. Before release it will no doubt 
be trimmed and speeded up, which will 
increase its entertainment value con- 
siderably. 

Binnie Barnes, an English importation, 
makes her screen debut in this picture. 
She rounds out a beautiful characteriza- 
tion of “the other woman.”

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Wilner License 
Jam to Court 


NEW YORK, Aug. 25.—The Wilners, 
under the corporate name of Okaybud 
Corporation, are continuing their fight 
to get a license for the Apollo Theater, 
which was denied recently by License 
Commissioner Paul Moss. Seeking a writ 
of mandamus, which would compel Moss 
to issue the license, the Wilners got 
some results on Monday when Supreme 
Court Justice Rosenman handed down 
a decision. 


The decision reads, “Matter of Okay- 
bud Corporation vs. Moss. Motion is 
granted to the extent of an alternative 
order to try out the issue raised that 
the refusal to grant the license was arbi- 
trary and capricious (matter of Rudh- 
lam Amusement Corporation vs. Ger- 
aghty). Settle order seting the cause 
for trial at an early date.” The refer- 
ence to the Rudhlam case brings in the 
court ruling to the effect that the Com- 
missioner has discretionary powers. 


While it is expected that the case 
involves a jury trial, an attempt is be- 
ing made to have it heard by a referee 
so that it can be taken care of quickly. 
If a jury trial is necessary the case 
might be tried September 26 or early 
in October.

This is one reason why men who advertise learned long ago that false advertising 
They learned alse that the false advertising of a few injures all who 
make use of this medium to sell goods, for public confidence in the reliability of ad- 
vertising is the keynote in its successful use. 

Twenty-eight years ago a group of far-seeing advertising men handed together 
in a national association with the slogan, “Truth in Advertising.” 
exerted a great influence on advertising practices and promoted effective ethical stand- 
ards. Now known as the “Advertising Federation of America,”

cop it. You say you think mathematical 
tricks are a “pain in the neck.” I 
think they're just the opposite. 

Magic is rather slow at present. I 
saw a magician perform at my lodge 
last night. He must be a beginner for 
the reason he did the Four-Ace Slapping 
Trick very well and then announced 
that he got it by watching Nate Leipsig. 

You are right! Many performers 
started doing an entirely different act 
and then took up magic later. Jarrow 
used to do a strong-man act, bent iron 
bars, lifted heavy weights, etc., and then 
took up magic. Now he can starve to 
death without working so hard. 

I agree with you, read all the magic 
books and magazines, but don't try to 
follow the trick details too closely. I 
know a young magician in my home 
town who read a trick entitled How To 
Find a Borrowed Five-Pound Note in a 
Cigaret. He went to four different banks 
before he could get a five-pound note. 

You say in dealing seconds you have 
trouble getting the second card out. If 
you chew a piece of molasses candy and 
moisten your thumb at your lips you 
will find this aids greatly in doing the 
aforesaid deal. 

You say you played a church enter- 
tainmert and all you got for it was a 
dish of ice cream. You should have 
held out for the two lady fingers. 

Try to cultivate a mysterious appear- 
ance. Years ago when a stranger wear- 
ing a mustache and goatee came to 
town we all knew he was a magician or 
cowboy. Today we only have the but- 
ton in the lapel of our coat to dis- 
tinguish us. They should make those 
buttons larger.

To About-Face 
At Charleston 


First time in Covington, 
Ky.—has fine program— 
Manager Cronin is praised

CINCINNATI, Aug. 25.—For the first 
time in about a decade the Al G. Barnes 
Circus is on an eastward swing, after its 
tour in Canada and before returning 
toward its home base in California. 
Charleston. W. Va., on September 3, is 
the turn-back point. During late years 
the “big Western show” has remained 
almost exclusively in the West. The show 
exhibited in the Cincinnati area Thurs- 
day, at Covington, Ky., its first time in 
that city. Delayed railroad movement, 
including transfers, from Newcastle, Ind., 
to Covington, caused the show to almost 
lose its matinee performance in Coving- 
ton.

Despite the handi- 
caps, Capt. William (Billy) Curtis and 
his aids bent to the task of erecting the 
tents, the members of all departments 
displayed their showmanship activities, 
Manager S. L. Cronin gave the word and 
the doors opened for the afternoon per- 
formance, for which about 1.000 persons 
were considerately, patiently waiting, 
about 4 p.m. Showers and threatening 
clouds prevailed thruout the day, but the 
night show started on time and attend- 
ance was about a two-thirds house and 
the patrons were provided a thick carpet 
of dry straw directly from the street 
pavement. The Barnes Circus’ first visit 
to Covington, the lot at Third and Phila- 
delphia. 


The Billboard writer with a clipping of 
the roster of the Barnes Circus that ap- 
peared in the April 14 issue called upon 
the heads of -various departments to 
check up on personnel changes.

Action Toward Saving 
The P. T. Barnum Museum 


BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Aug. 25.—The 
P. T. Barnum Museum here is again in 
the public eye. A friendly suit was 
filed in the Superior Court here this 
week in which the city of Bridgeport 
and Tax Collector Howard Challenger 
seek foreclosure. The action comes as 
the result of an agreement between the 
trustees holding the building in trust 
as a gift from Barnum, with the Board 
of Education, the mayor and the city 
attorney to determine the best method 
of holding the building as a public in- 
stitution. It was agreed that the city 
would be allowed to take title by fore- 
closing its tax liens and that this ac- 
tion would not be opposed. 


The foreclosure is brought on tax 
liens levied against the museum for the 
amount of $29,815.86, which is due since 
1921. This is a happy ending to a situ- 
ation which threatened the possible loss 
of the museum to the city. If the muse- 
um had been sold for taxes the building 
would have passed into private owner- 
ship. Now it will be preserved for the 
public forever, which is the object the 
trustees of the museum sought to at- 
tain.

The writer recently spent a half-hour 
with Frank V. Baldwin Jr., snooping 
thru his chest packed with mementos 
of all occasions, and including the 
items recently presented to Frank by 
the Hutcheson family, and among them 
were a herald in the Chinese language 


and a manifest copy of a waybill ship- 
ping Alice, pachyderm, ,and giving her 
weight, measurements, etc. There are 
some old programs and oodles of pic- 
tures. 

Here is a part of Charles Bernard's 
last epistle (aye, there’s the word!):

Officers and governing boards of two original organiza- 
tions constitute directorate until convention—aims and 
purposes outlined and achievements reviewed

CHICAGO, Aug. 25.—In the absence of a convention of the newly organized 
National Association of Amusement Parks, Pools and Beaches, the reorganization 
committee appointed by the National Association of Amusement Parks and the 
American Association of Pools and Beaches, working in close accord with the direc- 
tors of the original organizations, have concluded to let the officers and governing 
bodies of the two original organizations constitute the directing heads of the new 
erganization until the first annual convention of the new body, which will be 


held in Toronte on November 21-28. The 
authority and responsibility of the gov- 
erning groups, however, will, of neces- 
sity, be divided in such a manner as to 
provide for the handling of park and 
pier matters by the former officials and 
directors of NAAP, while those matters 
concerning pools and beaches will come 
within the jurisdiction of the former di- 
rectors of the AAPB. 


Committees, however, have been com- 
bined, with the chairman of the NAAP 
committee serving as the chairman of 
the combined ccmmittee in each case. 


To Name Committees 


Frank W. Darling, president of NAAP, 
will serve as chairman of the combined 
boards until the election of the new 
board of directors at the coming conven- 
tion. 

Park and Pier Division: President, 
Frank W. Darling; first vice-president, 
Rex D. Billings; second vice-president, 
Fred Fansher; secretary, A. R. Hodge; 
treasurer, George A. Schmidt. Beach and 
Pool Division: President, Leonard B. 
Schloss; first vice-president, Leigh I. 
Holdredge; cecond vice-president, Charles 
H. Potter. The new committee list wiil 
be announced shortly. 

A representative of The Billboard, in 
a recent interview with Secretary A. R. 
Hodge, 220 Woodstock avenue, Kenil- 
worth, Tll., obtained a statement from 
Mr. Hodge as to aims and purposes of 
the new organization and a recital of 
past achievements of the two original 
erganizations which have combined to 
make the National Association of Amuse- 
ment Parks, Pools and Beiches. 


No Workable Code 


“The achievements of the two parent 
crganizations are outstanding and nu- 
merous.” said Mr. Hodge, “but, no doubt, 
the most spectacular, and certainly the 
one which impresses us most at this 
time, is the recent accomplishment of 
the Code Authority appointed by NAAP 
and AAPB at the 1933 convention, to 
whose efforts our entire industry is in- 
debted for the fact that we have been 
spared the burden of a code for the 
current season and the saving of from 20 
to 40 per cent in the pay rolls of every 
amusement park, pier, pool and beach 
in the country. 

“It is safe to say that our industry is 
as patriotic as any other industry and 
would have been just as glad and will- 
ing to support the President’s re-employ- 
ment plan as other industries had it 
keen possible for us to obtain a work- 
able code. However, the attitude of cer- 
tain elements of NRA who were unwill- 
ing to appreciate the seasonal character 
of our business and sought to classify 
us in the same category with manufac- 
turing units of industry. made a work- 
able code impossible without extermin- 
ating countless hundreds of units of 
our industry completely. 

“Because of this condition the Code 
Authority absolutely refused to agree to 
any code for the industry, feeling that 
the thousands of dollars expended in 
code preparation could better be sacri- 
ficed than the best interests of prac- 
tically every individual operator in the 
industry. This, to me, is the outstand- 
ing achievement of the two trade or- 
ganizations which now constitute the 
National Association of Amusement 
Parks, Pools and Beaches.

The Pool 


Whirl 
By NAT A. TOR

I had the pleasure of meeting an 
Eastern pool operator last week whom it 
has been my misfortune not to know 
personally before this. For he certainly 
seems to have evolved the perfect pool 
management plan. 

I refer to H. S. Sayers, operator of 
Castle Hill Bathing Park in the Bronx 
and the new president of the New York 
Pool Owners’ Association. “They elected 
me president because I am the oldest 
among them,” Sayers told the writer in 
jest. But after speaking to him and 
hearing some of his swimming-pool 
ideas, one knows why he was selected 
to pilot the group. 

Mention has been made before in this 
column of Castle Hill pool and the fact 
that it had some 6,000 season bathers 
this summer. But on those occasions 
nothing was said about the man behind 
the scenes. H. S. Sayers is that man, 
and it was largely thru his efforts and 
his most capable staff that such a feat 
was accomplished. 


This pool operator believes in giving 
his patrons more than just swimming, 
and his many side-line activities at 
Castle Hill prove that he practices what 
he preaches. Furthermore, he heartily 
agrees with one of this department’s fa- 
vorite theories that something should 
be done with outdoor pools in winter 
and again he does more than just talk 
about it. Castle Hill will keep open all 
year round this year, with handball and 
wall tennis, about which more will be 
said in a few paragraphs, for fall 
pastimes and ice skating on the kiddie 
pool in the winter. 

He is heartily in favor of sports com- 
petition, more as a development plan 
for his own patrons and not for what 
he terms “mug grabbers.” He believes, 
and rightly so, that too many pools run 
swim meets which, while they attract 
so-called big-name swimmers, do not 
cater to the regular tank trade and 
hence lose their value when it comes 
to creating good will and commanding 
repeat or steady business. Apropos of 
my repeated blasts at the AAU, it is 
interesting to note that Castle Hill 
pools, which is the biggest proposish of 
its kind in the Bronx, do not stage al- 
leged sanction meets but rather open 
contests for patrons. At the same time 
other tournaments, such as handball 
and tennis meets, are staged from time 
to time at this aquatic park to render 
the necessary variety for a well-balanced 
sports program. 


Regarding wall tennis, that game ts 
being introduced for the first time. It’s 
a combination of handball and tennis, 
with the sport being played on a court 
a little larger than the regulation hand- 
ball court and a tennis racket is em- 
ployed instead of a glove. The scoring 
is the same as in handball, and it is 
said to be fast gaining popularity at 
Castle Hill. 

Would it surprise you to know that 
Sayers, known affectionately to his co- 
workers as H. S., invented the game of 
wall tennis, experimented with it until 
he has now perfected a new sport 
destined for success as a2 fall pastime? 
Well, it wouldn't if you had a talk with 
him, for he certainly knows bis onions 
when it comes to outdoor sports. And 
T’ll have more to say about his ideas 
for winter operation of outdoor nata- 
toriums in a near-future issue. 


Indoor pool owners are urged to ar- 
range now for the fall season. Instead 
of just running along, as most of them 
have all summer, with no extra fanfare, 
it is suggested that a big celebration be 
staged around the first week of October 
to inaugurate indoor aquatic activities. 
Special stunts should be held for one 
entire week, or at least for one or two 
days, to impress upon the public that 
the time is upon them to continue and 
take up their swimming indoors. The 
latter part of September persons are 
just finishing their -wimming at out- 
door pools and beaches; that is, if out- 
door pooi men would only follow the 
ideas suggested in last week’s column 
stretching the outdoor season from Sep- 
tember 1 to October. The entire month 
of September should be spent by oper- 
ators of inclosed tanks in planning for 
this opening campaign for business. 


Swim races, exhibitions, carn'vals and 
the usual stunts can be pulled in addi- 
tion, of course. to new promotional 
ideas, which are always necessary. And 
it 1s wise to put across in all advertis- 
ing or publicity on the fall opening the 
fact that persons should continue their 
swimming indoors. In that way the 
outdoor swimmers can be enticed to 
continue all winter. Too many outdoor 
swimmers never go near the water in fall 
and winter because not enough effort 
has been made on the part of indoor 
pool men to attract them. An elaborate 
week’s celebration early in October, 
ushering in the season, 1s one effective 
way to do so, for then you're striking 
when the iron is hot 


Writing about indoor pools, have you 
noticed that not one inclosed nata- 
torium in the East has a restaurant con- 
cession? I know that some are much 
too small to accommodate one, but 
surely there are many large indoor tanks 
thruout the country that might make a 
profitable go of such a side-line activity. 
Joe Pringle, local poo! concessioner, be- 
lieves that patrons do not stay around 
indoor pools as long as they do at out- 
door ones. In his opinion, swimmers 
stay in an indoor pool for an hour or 
two at the most. On that theory, of 
course, a restaurant concession is an 
indoor bathing establishment would be 
far from a bed of roses. But that’s only 
one man’s views on the subject. What 
are yours, if you please?

amusement resorts were exempted from 
admission taxes. at least on the low- 
priced amusements. This battle ex- 
tended over a period of years and in- 
volved tremendous sacrifice of time and 
money on the part of that small group 
of men who originally constituted NAAP. 

“With the birth of AAPB in 1929, the 
latter being organized as a section of 
NAAP, the two organizations have 
worked in closest co-operation in the 
securing of more reasonable fire and 
public liability insurance rates. 

“A code of ethics for both branches of 
the industry has been prepared and 
adopted, and these have done much to 
elevate the standards of operation. 
Likewise, codes of safety for device op- 
eration, and sanitation for pool and 
beach operation bave also been prepared 
and adopted and these have had their 
beneficial effects as well. 

“Employment service has been main- 
tained by both of the parent organiza- 
tions by means of which employers have 
been able to secure just the kind of 
men they wanted, and men just the kind 
i jobs they were best qualified to fol- 
ow. 


Legislation Is Watched 


“A legislative committee has been 
maintained by means of which legisla- 
tion unfavorable to the industry has 
been watched and combated locally 
and nationally with most gratifying re- 
sults, and in no instance has a piece of 
decidedly detrimental legislation been 
passed. 

“Thru the excellent work of the freight 
rate committee marked reductions in 
freight rates on amusement devices have 
been obtained. 

“Thru an arbitration committee dis- 
agreements between members and mem- 
bers and manufacturers have been ami- 
cably adjusted and thus enormous sav- 
ings been made to members which 
would otherwise have been dissipated 
in attorney fees. ~ 

“Thru the excellent work of the music 
royalty committee the fees exacted by 
the American Society of Composers, Au- 
thors and Publishers were held to an 
equitable schedule during the five years 
in which there was a working agreement 
between NAAP and the society, which 
agreement expired in 1932. 

“Fraudulent promotions which would 
react unfavorably on the industry have 
been prevented in a number of cases 
thru co-operaticn of NAAP and the lo- 
cal Chamber of Commerce involved.

“The secretary's office has stood ready 
at all times to co-operate with indi- 
vidual members in the solution of their 
problems. A vast mine of information 
on file in his office has proved of in- 
estimable value cn numerous occasions. 
Likewise, the monthly bulletin which 
has been mailed to all members has 
helped to keep them abreast of the 
times and, combined with this, the fre- 
quent special bulletins on timely topics 
have proved a zreat asset to all members. 

“The midsummer and annual meet- 
ings of NAAP have been most outstand- 
ing, the latter participated in by the 
American Association of Pools and 
Beaches since 1929. At these annual 
conventions have assembled more than 
1,000 amusement park, pier, pool and 
beach operators from all over the United 
States and Canada year after year to in- 
spect exhibits of the latest in merchan- 
dise and devices applying to their in- 
custry, exhibits averaging more than 100 
each year.

All State Aid in Michigan 
Must Go Only for Premiums 


LANSING, Mich. Aug. 25.—State 
money appropriated to fairs cannot 
now be used to pay executives’ salaries, 
attractions, contract fees or other ex- 
Ppenses in operating fairs, under pro- 
visions announced by the State. 

No State money will be paid for 
premiums unless it is matched by a 
like amount from local sources. If a 
fair management cannot meet its pre- 
mium account, the State automatically 
is released from its share of liability. 

A new plan calling for earmarking 
State money for premiums provides a 
double check. Funds are to be desposit- 
ed with a bank where a fair is held 
and are to be made payable only upon 
presentation of double premium checks. 
One-half the check is drawn on the 
fair’s account, while the other half is 
a sight draft for a like amount on 
State funds.

“Limelight” Unique Souvenir 


Who wouldn’t like to see his name in 
big black headlines! And his picture 
adorning the front page! That's the 
secret of the success of The Chicago 
World’s Fair Limelight, a unique pub- 
lication issued at the fair by P. M. Fiske, 
who used to be a newspaper man in 
Cedar Rapids, Ia. The Limelight is a 
four-page paper carrying general news 
and photographic views of the fair. Lett 
blank on the front page are a two-column 
space for a photo and space for a streamer 
headline. For fcur bits any visitor to 
the fair can become a celebrity and get 
his “pitcher in the paper.” W. V. Riley, 
photog for the sheet, does a surprisingly 
good job, making photos that compare 
favorably with the work done in regular 
studios, and by a special process prints 
are made directly on the newspaper in 
from half to three-quarters of an hour. 
The customer is privileged to write his 
own headline, the only restriction being 
that it must fit the space provided. Fair 
visitors go for the stunt in a big way, 
many purchasing a dozen or more copies 
to send to friends. Makes a highly in- 
teresting souvenir of the fair. Both the 
subject and his friends get a tremendous 
kick out of it, and P. M. Fiske makes a 
neat profit from that universal human 
trait, vanity. 


Spanish Village Augments Show 


The Spanish Village, in which the fair 
itself has taken an interest in an effort 
to get it out of the red, has gone for 
nudity in a big way. Besides the Stella 
picture and some four girl shows featur- 
ing semi-nudity, the Zoro nudist colony 
has installed a show which is presented 
several times nightly on the same stage 
on which the pageant Hispanana is given. 
Preceding the nudist show there is a 
vaude program in which appear the 
Eight Dance Phiends; the Lee Sisters, 
dancers; Billy Ferber, singer; Jeanette 
Waldron, dancer; Leslie Hunt, clever ma- 
gician; Mason and Baldwin, comedy team, 
and the Marcelle Williams Company, 
adagio act. Following these “Dr. Fred- 
erick Merrill” introduces several models 
who show the evolution of dress, then 
Zorine, Daughter of the Sun, is pre- 
sented, and Florence Payton, prima 
denna, sings. This is followed by two 
posing numbers by members of the nudist 
colony, the second line of girls appearing 
apparently entirely nude. Werner Dorn- 
field. who emsees the pageant, also han- 
dles the vaude show and the start of the 
Zoro show. The Zoroists’ publicity man- 
ager was anxious for the cops to “pinch” 
his people for publicity purposes and 
finally accomplished it early in the week 
by having seven of the girls go bathing 
in the lake absolutely nude. It resulted 
in some publicity but of the sort that is 
likely to help the box office. Show is 
understood to be in the village not on 
salary but on a percentage of the mini- 
mum charge at the tables, and as that has 
not provided sufficient revenue to make 
it worth while, the show may have 
vamoosed by the time this is in print. 


It’s a sad tale—that whistle concession 
at the fair! Because a couple of smart 
boys grossed 30 grand with the whistles 
last year two promoters figured that 10 
boys should gross 150 G’s this year. They 
were so sold on the idea that they suc- 
ceeded in selling a third party who had 
cleaned up a neat pile last year, and he 
is variously reported to have invested 
anywhere from 10 to 20 grand in the 
proposition. Thing was a dismal flop, 
nobody being able to put the whistles 
over but the boys who did the trick last 
year, and when the State fair season got 
well under way these boys beat it for 
spots where they wouldn’t have to split 
two or three ways. Meanwhile most of 
the floppo boys had been eliminated and 
mindreaders substituted. But the better 
of these outfits, also mindful of the fact 
that they wouldn’t have to split their 
take at State fairs, have been hitting the 
trail. Just who is holding the bag—vwell, 
somebody has to have headaches!

One unit of the new Rocket ride was 
taken to Illinois State Fair, Springfield, 
and another has joined the Royal Amer- 
ican Shews. The unit working at the fair 
continues to tbe the center of attraction 
on the midway. 


Goodhue’s Fountain of Youth is slated 
to open this week in a portion of the 
Casino on the island. An advance glimpse 
of the costumes and plans of the show 
indicate it will be a beautiful production. 


Mary Kinder, known as Dillinger’s girl, 
was booked into the Bowery to give a lec- 
ture on Crime Doesn’t Pay. She lasted 
one performance, the cops deciding it 
wasn’t the sort of thing the fair should 
countenance. 


Alterations on in Hillsdale 


HILLSDALE, Mich., Aug. 25.—Altera- 
tions are under way on Hillsdale County 
Fair grounds in preparation for the 84th 
annual, September 23-29. The large 
exhibit buildings are included in im- 
provement program. Officials predict 
that again the structures will be filled 
to overflowing with displays. Exhibits 
are concentrated largely in the north- 
east section of the grounds, convenient 
to fairgoers and apart from the glamour 
of the midway and away from the race 
track and baseball diamond. 


Vision Error Causes Dowd 
To Want New Reading Rule 


READING, Pa., Aug. 25.—Caleb B. 
Dowd blames his woes today on an 
8-year-old mistake in vision. He is

when it was estimated that nearly 60,000 
jammed the grounds, thousands waiting 
in line to get into the grand stand. Ticket 
sellers were told to stop at 8:30 because 
police found it difficult to keep their 
lines. Thousands filled the huge stand 
and bleachers and several thousand more 
were seated on the race track. It was 
estimated that more than 12,000 wit- 
nessed Thursday evening’s performance. 

Thursday crowds definitely put at- 
tendance records ahead of last year, 
since figures showed there was little 
decrease during the first three days. 
Record crowds Monday and Saturday 
afternoons were listed. Monday crowd 
was result of B. Ward Beam’s Congress 
of Dare-Devils program, presented in 
Tonia for the first time last year, when 
Monday afternoon crowds broke all-time 
attendance records for opening day. 

Secretary Chapman made no official 
announcement of profits, but said the 
fair would show as much or more than 
it did last year. Some unofficial esti- 
miates said $12,000 or more might be 
made. 


Midway Shows Increase 


Rubin & Cherry Exposition, on the 
midway, reported that the shows in- 
creased business by 35 per cent over 
1933. Their report shows that of the 
estimated 250,000 people who visited the 
fair, 135,617 paid to see shows and rides. 
Largest single-day increase of the fair 
was reported by Rubin & Cherry, with 
a 65 per cent increase in business on 
Monday over opening day in 1933. The 
increase was probably due to a large 
extent to the fact that the shows were 
not set up before 3 o’clock on Monday 
@ year ago. 

Altho there were no radical changes in 
policy of exhibits, increases of 100 per 
cent in premiums caused every depart- 
ment to be filled weeks before the start 
of the fair. More than $12,000 in pre- 
miums, half of which the State paid, 
was given out. 

Total grand-stand receipts showed 
only 3 per cent gain over a year ago, but 
Officials said that due to three days of 
bad weather the gain in reality was 
more. Number of paid admissions to 
the grand stand was above that of last 
year with 54,816, as compared to about 


52,000. 
Grand-Stand Show 


A departure in booking was made this 
year. Usually the entire night revue 
and afternoon program are obtained as 
a unit. This year Secretary Chapman 
selected each act and the stage show 
separately, which, to all visiting show 
and fair men, proved a success. 

Stage show was again in charge of Ed 
F. Carruthers, Barnes-Carruthers, who 
has been at Ionia Pair about 15 years. 
Revue, Show of a Century, iricluded 
Lottie Mayer’s Water Ballet and the 
Alanoff Ballet of 16 girls with the most 
elaborate costumes and scenery seen in 
Ienia for years. Odeon Male Octet, with 
help of Florence Tennyson, lyric so- 
prano, and Enrico Clausi, baritone. 
completed the revue. 

Visiting fair cfficials acclaimed acts 
in front of the grand stand the best 
in many years. Heading the bill was 
Manual King, 10-year-old Brownsville 
(Tex.) boy, with his 10 lions. Other acts 
were Willie West and McGinty, house- 
building comedy; Seven Wonder Girls, 
roller skating; Tarzan, human ape, and 
the Peerless Potters, aerialists. The 
Potters were unable to work on Monday 
because of illness of two of them. Com- 
ing from Chicago two members were 
overcome by carbon monoxide gas and 
upon arrival were removed to Ionia 
Hospital. They suffered no ill effects 
however.

READING, Pa., Aug. 25.—The edict of the Reading Fair Association, which 
has been in effect for several years, that no “gaff” stores, crooked wheels or 


“gimmick” will be tolerated on the midway at the fair, still holds good. 


Led by 


Secretary Charles W. Swoyer, the Reading Fair directors decreed jn 1931 that 
merchandise must be given away with every game, and to its rightful winner. 


Private detectives tramped the midway to make sure the order was enforced. 


In 


1932 certain concessioners stayed away from Reading and receipts tobogganed ac- 


cordingly. This was a serious matter to 
contend against in those years when the 
depression was all but wrecking the 20- 
year-old Berks County institution, but 
its sponsors stood firm in the belief that 
their policy in time would net profitable 
returns 


Concessioners Riding Business 


to Death 


In an interview published in The Read- 
ing Eagle, Secretary Swoyer declared: “It 
had reached a point where the conces- 
Sioners were simply riding the business 
to death. Why, they tell of one fellow 
who had one display of blankets on his 
stand for four years, and then was heart- 
broken when, with an officer at his 
shoulder, he had to give one away. They 
had not the vision to see that this kind 
of thing couldn't go on. 


“We were attempting to help them, as 
well as ourselves and our patrons, when 
we inaugurated the reforms of 1931. We 
tried to point out that men, women 
and children, parading the midway with 
merchandise and prizes under their 
arms, were moving advertisements for 
their games. We told them that we 
were attempting to educate the public 
to believe that when they visited the 
Reading Fair they were not going to be 
gypped by ‘fixed’ games and rackets.” 


Clean Midway Demanded 


Despite a low level of less than $16,000 
in concession receipts at the 1933 expo- 
sition, Swoyer and his associates con- 
tinued to preach their doctrine, a clean 
midway. It was evident last year that 
there was truth in their contentions. 
Even with three big days ruined with 
rain, business was good for the Reading 
Fair concessioners. On the closing day, 
when record thréngs jammed the 
grounds, many operators forgot their 
mid-week losses in a closing rush that

HERE'S always a lot of talk by hard- 
boiled veterans that the circus busi- 
ness is one tough trail to follow and 

therefore young hopefuls are following 
other lines of endeavor. No doubt there 
is a good deal of truth in what the 
veterans say, Which usually includes the 
thought that with few new people enter- 
ing the field the good old white tops 
will run out of manpower in 20 years or 
maybe less. 


The circus path may be a difficult one, 
I grant, but it is no more difficult than 
many other types of work. I receive let- 
ters from youns bloods who want to 
break in and don’t know how to go about 
it. The very fact that the younger gen- 
eration has in its ranks « few souls who 
have a love for the business and a de- 
sire to go after it for a livelihood proves 
that the manpower will be there for a 
good many years after the arbitrary 20. 


One of the most interesting young men 
I have come across in this connection is 
an open-faced. intelligent fellow with 
that he-man look who is the managing 
editor of a newspaper in Iowa and is 
visiting New York for his vacation period. 
Along with a couple of his colleagues he 
is in the throes of gathering information 
to determine the advisability of putting 
out a small well-dressed outfit of the 
one-ring variety next scason. 


He is not kidding himself about the 
terrific work involved and the peculiari- 
ties and strange angles of the business. 
The boys have a certain amount of 
money to invest and they are going about 
the task in a careful way. 


That I do not mention his name and 
affiliation proves something. He does not 
want anything said until he is absolutely 
leady, “so no one will be disappointed.” 
This is somewhat different from the 
method of the veteran, who likes to 
have a big splurge every time he merely 
THINKS of launching a show. And it is 
somewhat at variance with the policy of 
another youngster in Iowa who thinks 
in terms of Barnum or Bailey, and whose 
letters to people thruout the country 
are of the super-sslesman type. 


I think our newspaper friend will have

for him. Every time a new face is sub- 
ject to trickery of that sort the circus 
business goes back 10 years.

At Coney Island two weeks ago where 
Swoyer nad gone to interview prospec- 
tive Reading Fair concessioners, a group 
of operators produced a wheel for his 
inspection. 

Turned It Down 


“It was a tilted wheel,” Swoyer ex- 
plained. “A wheel that could be ‘gaffed,’ 
or controlled. I had to say ‘No,’ even 
tho it meant turning down a sale of 175 
feet of space at $6 a foot.” 

Two hundred feet of space were sold 
by Swoyer this week to Carl H. Barlow, 
a@ Baltimore concessioner who operates a 
variety of games. His purchase involved 
an investment of $1,200, and a week- 
long gamble against the vagaries of the 

weatherman. But he agreed with 
Swoyer that the time has come when 
the concessioner must conduct his busi- 
ness as fairly as the business man whe 
deals with his customers 365 days in the 

ear.

Gross at the 
grand stand on Thursday was $171; Fri- 
day, $108; Saturday, $100, and Sun- 
day, $22. 

“Night dog racing was the most ter- 
rific flop I have ever encountered in 
following the outdoor show game,” 
writes W. W. Dunkle, an executive of the 
exposition and fair. “There were waits 
of from 20 to 45 minutes between races 
and the crowd would not stand for it. 
We filled in with free acts, military 
drills, a public wedding, sham battles 
(300 V. F. W.) and fireworks, yet the 
grand stand fell off every night and was 
practically nothing the final show. On 
Sunday afternoon, with auto polo and 
crashes added, the gate wasn't sufficient 
to give a performance and the $6 was 
refunded.” 

In concluding his message, Mr. Dunkle 
said perhaps with a betting pool, circu- 
lar track and electrically controlled lure 
dog racing might go—but not on a 
straight-away track with no betting.

(Old-Time Showmen 


By CHARLES BERNARD 


After five years of civil war and its 
demoralizing effects, January, 1866, with 
peaceful conditions restored, gave the 
circus owners of the United States a 
more optimistic mood. There were active 
preparations for more as well as larger 
and better shows. In Philadelphia the 
National Circus Company was presenting 
an indoor circus at the New American 
Theater, featuring the great spectacle 
Field of the Cloth of Gold. Among the 
featured performers were the Bedouin 
Arabs and Marietta Zanfretti, the tight- 
rope artist. An added attraction early 
in January was W. F. Wallett, the 
“Queen's Jester,” who came from Europe 
under special engagement. 


Gardner & Hemming’s Circus opened 
on January 22 at the Front Street Thea- 
ter in Baltimore. The program included 
Dan and Eliza Gardner, Madam Showles 
(sister of Dan Rice), George Batchelor, 
Lazelle Brothers, James Ward, Jacob 
Showles and other notables of that 
period. James Nixon had his circus 
property in Memphis and S. B. Howes 
was in Little Rock, Ark. They formed a 
partnership after Dan Castello had 
bought S. B. Hewes’ interests, and the 
new organization was perfected at Mem- 
phis to be operated under the name of 
Dan Castello’s Great Circus. Later the 
outfit was moved to St. Louis, and on 
April 23 the road season began at Wash- 
ington, Mo. Jefferson City, Tipton, 
Sedalia, Warrensburg, Pleasant Hill and 
Independence completed April, and ex- 
hibitions were given in Kansas City on 
May 1 and 2; middle of August it 
showed in Montreal, Que., and in De- 
cember, 1866, Castello and company 
played a four-day engagement in Savan- 
nah, Ga., after having exhibited in 
Washington on September 24. Thus we 
are made to realize that 68 years ago 
it was not unusual for a circus to make 
a far-reaching tour. 


The Robinson name stood out promi- 
nently in the announcements of 1866 
circus openings. Alec Robinson’s Circus 
started its season at Utica, N. Y., on 
April 25. It played the southern belt of 
towns in that State to good business. 
While in the Middle West Yankee Robin- 
son opened his season with an organiza- 
ticn of increased size and sufficient 
merit to go into Chicago for an early 
engagement. On May 5, at Augusta, IIL, 
while giving their exhibition on the 
fairgrounds, one of Yankee’s bears got 
loose in the menagerie and attacked a 
bison, resulting in a fight so fierce that 
a panic-stricken audience was ready to 
leave the tents. Showmen separated the 
fighting animals, caged the bear and a 
lion which had also escaped from its 
den. It was an exciting experience but 
no casualties. The John Robinson Cir- 
cus had also opened the season early 
and was exhibiting in Crittenden, Ky., 
cn April 25. An element of lawless 
characters known as “Regulars” (an 
aftermath of the war) had threatened 
preventing the Robinsen Circus from 
exhibiting in Crittenden. Some of the 
gang attempted to enter the show with- 
cut paying and when stopped by show 
employees a riot started, in which the 
gangsters, all armed, attempted to 
annihilate the showmen. It was a fierce 
and bloody batt!e. Some of the attack- 
ing gangsters were badly wounded and 
carried into a hotel, where their wounds 
were dressed by physicians. None of the 
circus people were killed, but Alec 
Robinson, @ canvasman, was wounded 
by a bullet from a revolver. He was 
taken to Cincinnati and died on April 
30 from the effects of the wound. 

Van Amburg’s Menagerie had wintered 
at Connersville, Ind., and the 1866 open- 
ing placed it in the class of major tent 
shows competing for public patronage. 
Elephants, tigers, other rare animals and 
a white peacock were sent on from New 
York to strengthen the menagerie. 
There was a new six-pole tent, a Field- 
ing Brothers’ new golden chariot, and 
Hyatt Frost started the outfit on its tour 
in a blaze of glory, but like Yankee 
Robinson and John Robinson had to ex- 
perience an early-season misfortune. At 
Battle Creek, Mich., on May 31, a fire 
destroyed the horse tent. The show lost 
26 horses, 3 ponies and 30 sets of 
harness. Sufficient horses and harness 
were hired to move to the next stand. 
The news was wired to Hyatt Frost, then 
in New York, and horses, ponies and 
harness were sent to the show by 
express. 

Eighteen recognized worthy shows 
toured the 1866 season. In addition to 
those mentioned, there were the Euro- 
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Hilderbrand’s United Shows

Auspices, Rodeo Commission. Location 
Main _ street. Business, very good. 
Weather, warm. 

Altho the rodeo did not start until 
Saturday business from the opening 
proved exceptionally good. The show's 
invasion of Idaho’s most exclusive sum- 
mer resort amid the tops of mountains 
on the banks of Lake Payette for the 
two-day rodeo proved a winner. The 
showfolk enjoyed all the recreation fa- 
cilities, combining business with pleas- 
ure. An estimation of 10,000 people 
journeyed from all sections of Idaho for 
the event and the cabins and hotels 
were filled to capacity. 

Arriving with only three rides, seven 
shows and 25 concessions, the remainder 
of the show was shipped to Payette to 
await the show’s arrival following its 
stand at McCall. Jimmy Lynch and Joe 
Baldwin arrived from the State Pair 
Shows and added a grab joint. George 
Barmmeister opened a concession. The 
rides did a capacity business. Red Hil- 
Gerbrand departed for Blackfoot. Ruth 
Groff has recuperated from her illness 
and is again mistress of the penny pitch. 
George Morgan and Benny Kaplan took 
an airplane ride over the lake and when 
they landed Benny had passed out of the 
picture. Benny swears terra firma will 
satisfy him for the rest of his life. 

The indoor ping-pong craze has struck 
the show and the many so-called he- 
men were seen daily doing a light fan- 
tastic with the elusive celluloid ball.

Agricultural Conditions 


Condensed Data From August Summary by U. S, Department of Agriculture, 
Washington, D. 


FEED CROPS CUT 

Drought and record heat waves again 
dominate the picture. From the Ohio 
Valley to the Rocky Mountains prac- 
tically the’ whole interior farm and 
range territory has been scorched by the 
terrific heat. Whereas the drought of 
May hit mainly the wheat crop, this 
drought 2nd heat of July have cut into 
the whole list of major crops, especially 
the vital feeds—corn, grass and small 
grains—so that what two months ago 
was a threat is now a serious situation. 

Altho there is no likelihood that the 
human population will be short of food- 
stuffs, the live-stock population over 
more than half the country is already 
short of feed. Thousands of weakened 
cattle and old ewes have died on the 
ranges. Not in two generations has such 
a widespread emergency movement of 
live stock been seen in the West in mid- 
summer. The ertire Southwest presents 
a scene of grim struggle to get feed and 
water enough for the herds to survive. 
The markets have been glutted with 
emergency shipments. 

It is in this live-stock situation that 
the country will feel the more lengthy 
effects of this summer’s crop failures. 
Not only are the pastures burned brown, 
but farmers now face the certainty of 
high-priced grain and scarce feed next 
winter. To the curtailment already 
accomplished in hogs is being added an 
enforced liquidation of cattle and sheep. 


SMALL HARVEST SEEN 

The heavy cut in corn supplies is 
pertly offset by the reduction in num- 
ber of hogs. Judging from present re- 
ports on pig production, the supply of 
pork coming to market in the year be- 
ginning with next October may be the 
smallest in 20 years. 

The total acreage of field crops har- 
vested will probably be the smallest in 
25 years, due to acreage reduction pro- 
grams, plus the effect of the drought. 
The crops of corn, wheat, oats, barley, 
rye and flax are expected to be the 
smallest harvested in this country in 
30 years. 

The production of wheat per capita of 
our population this year is the lowest 
for which theré is any statistical record. 
Our winter whzat crop is slightly larger 
than last year, but spring wheat ap-

parently will be only about half as 
large, and our total crop is estimated 
under 500,000,000 bushels. Canadian esti- 
mates indicate a wheat crop there not 
much above last season’s short crop. 
The European crop is down. Indica- 
tions are that the world, excluding 
Russia and China, will produce about 
400,000,000 bushels less wheat than last 
year, with the probable result that ab- 
nermal surplus stocks of wheat will 
cease to exist. 

This country’s commercial supplies of 
fresh vegetables and fruits, which are 
produced mainly around the coastal 
regions, are fairly plentiful this season. 
Early potatoes were abundant and prices 
Geclined to a low level in some pro- 
Gucing sections. However, the July crop 
fcrecast a total potato crop only a little 
larger than last season and about 5 per 
cent less than average, which should 
leave a reasonably promising market 
prospect for growers.

Thearle-Duffield in conjunction with 
the fair management have mapped out 
a comprehensive publicity campaign 
that should prove an excellent stimulant 
to attendance. In this campaign 24- 
sheet stands in and out of Chicago will 
be used, also three-sheets on the ele- 
vated platforms; window and street-car 
cards, and on Labor Day every bottle 
of milk delivered in Chicago will be 
accompanied by a card telling of the 
nightly fireworks displays and urging 
attendance at the fair.

Community Cir- 
cus. It’s a wow, a pip and would do 
performance credit to three-quarters of 
truck shows troupin’. One hundred and 
two performers, including 45 femmes, 
of whom three-quarters are typical Tex- 
as gals, borderin’ on darned good lookin’. 


It might not be a bad idea for some of 
cur professional circus managers to give 
this outfit the once over and under. 
Given under a four-pole big top (a 100 
with three 40s), complete with cook- 
house (we didn't know they had a cook- 
house or we would have made the flag), 
stable tent, dressing rooms and even @ 
manager’s tent (we made that), this 
Gainesville affair spreads more good 
cheer and advertising in Southwest Ok- 
lahoma in one day than their Chamber 
of Commerce had done since its incep- 
tion. Presenting a performance which 
borders closely on the professional, these 
102 amateurs (not a professional in sev- 
eral motorcar loads) entertained city- 
ites, town-ites and hillbillies alike with 
an entertainment which is really worth 
while. Being amateurs, of course the 
performance did lack the snap and speed 
of its pure-bred brothers, but the broth- 
ers could pick up some good material 
for their own show and profit thereby. 
Did you ever se2 a Shetland pony bare- 
back riding act? The Gainesville Com- 
munity has two such acts and three lit- 
tle “punks” (kids to you) do this nifty 
in each of its two rings. It wowed the 
audience and knocked your correspond- 
ent off a blue plank even tho he is 
blase. 


The circus owns its own six head of 
white and dapple-gray ring stock and 
some very near professional riding is 
done by each of the two troupes of three 
and four people. Sixteen girls do swing- 
ing ladders and then double back for 
trapeze and rings. Two troupes of two 
and three people each do tight wire. 
There’s a Punny Ford with a tumbling 
clown, contortionists, jugglers and two 
tumbling acts plus three troupes of fron- 
jaw (three girls in each troupe) and 
clowns. 

Some professional flying troupes 
might be well repaid by signing up (if 
they could) little Claudia Wilson and a 
marvelous seven-year-old child named 
Opal Scrugg. 

Finally the Gainesville Community 
Circus has the real answer to financial 
success of any circus. It has no salary 
list! They work for love of the Big Top 
alone. The femmes are given a box of 
candy, the boys are given an all-day 
sucker and the equestrian director is 
given hell if he as much as speaks 
harshly to any of the little “punk per- 
formers.”

In Bankruptcy 


CHICAGO, Aug. 25.—Villages. at A 
Century of Progress continue to fall by 
the wayside. The Tunisian Village and 
the Dutch Village are the latest to join 
the procession. Touristic North Africa, 
Inc., owner and operator of Tunisia, has 
filed an action in Federal Court seeking 
reorganization. Liabilities are listed at 
$110,000, of which $104,000 is construc- 
tion cost. 


The Dutch Village yesterday was 
thrown into bankruptcy court, six 
creditors with claims of $4,500 charging 
the vilage with insolvency and debts of 
more than $125,000. 


The Irish and Spanish Villages and 
the Streets of Shanghai are other fair 
enterprises that have been thrown into 
bankruptcy court. Dissolution of the 
Spanish Village and appointment of a 
receiver were sought in a petition filed 
in Superior Court Thursday because of 
an alleged indebtedness of $942.04. Be- 
cause the village has furnished a bond 
to cover the amount the petition was 
denied. 


Attempts are being made to arrange 
for the reopening of the Casino, on the 
island, with side shows. Future of Old 
Mexico and Hollywood Cafe, both of 
which have been closed, is uncertain. 

Midway Annex, the building formerly 
known as the German-American Build- 
ing, has proved one of the biggest flops 
on the island. Has housed mostly cheap 
shows and concessions. Its outstanding 
attraction, Kempf Bros.’ mechanical vil- 
lages, has been badly handicapped by 
its location and probably will move. 

In an attempt to regain some of the 
money thev have invested peep shows in 
many of the villages are running hog 
wild, presenting shows, especially in 
their “blowoffs,” that make the fair 
management’s pronouncements on vul- 
garity and decency a farce.

It might be an eye-opener for every man to sit down and 
make an estimate of what cut-throat competition and general 
lack of co-operation are costing him in his own business. 


There are various constructive movements, some local, some 
involving the trade as a whole, and some relating to the wel- 
fare of the country as a nation. No one man. or group. or party 
has a patent on all the good ideas in the world. The business- 
like attitude is to support all constructive movements according 
to ability to pay, and then ask for results for the money. 


The coin machine trade has its quota of public-spirited men 
who are willing to co-operate in all reasonable proposals for the 
advancement of the industry. These men are the hope of the 
industry. They know that any program of co-operation will 
cost lots of money but they also understand that it mzy cost 
more not to have a program. The spirit of the idea is expressed 
in the first amendment to the manufacturers’ code, which pro- 
vides that every member shall pay his equitable contribution 
to the expense of the code program. 


Operators in many centers have also planned constructive 
programs for their own self-protection. But there is always 
difficulty in getting unanimous support for the plans which 
seem to represent the best ideas of the trade in general. The 
plans all cost money, it is true, but it is probably costing each 
operator in the United States much more not to co-operate with 
his fellows than it would to support a united cause. 


When every fellow pays his share it is remarkable what 
can be done. But it is much more surprising how much damage 
can be done even by one individual who chooses to put obstruc- 
tions in the way of a constructive program. When we wake 
up to the fact that the most expensive thing about any con- 
structive movement is the obstruction and opposition put in its 
way, there may be some decided changes in modern industry. 


These facts are true of local, of trade and of national prob- 
lems. Law-abiding citizens are taxed billions every year to 
support expensive police and court systems and to feed and 
care for law-breakers. Most of the time and money of trade 
associations is spent in trying to handle those who refuse to co- 
operate. An expensive recovery program is under way for the 
nation, but the biggest part of the cost will go to offset the 
obstructions put in the way. 


There are organizations and movements that deserve to 
fail. But the American way of opposing a cause one cannot 
support is by education and free discussion, and not by blocs, 
obstruction, intimidation. It is the obstructionists, the die- 
hards, the “rule-or-ruins” that pile up the bills in the way of all 


progressive movements, and there is no escape from paying those 
bills.

Toy Trade Would Prevent 
Copying by Registration 


Variety in toys leads to copying—code authority ar- 
ranges for registration of new ideas—Claude Kirk rec- 
ommends “tested and approved” committee for coindom 


CHICAGO, Aug. 25.—Confronted with 
a problem of piracy equal to if not 
greater than the amusement-machine 
industry, the toy manufacturers now 
have a system of design registration at 
work to protect originators of ideas. The 
system of protection is open only to 
those manufacturers of toys and novel- 
ties actively participating under the toy 
code. “Here is real cause for congratu- 
lation,” says Toys and Novelties, trade 
paper for the industry, “a worthy plan 
to remedy an evil in the industry that 
has disheartened initiative, dissipated 
profits and held back progress. 


“The evil of piracy is not peculiar to 
the toy trade,” continues the journal, 
“but many other industries also suffer. 
But because creative genius is the life- 
blood of toy success, the era of unre- 
strained copying was overdue for sharp 
correction. Such correction has come. 
It is more than likely that cvnics and 
others who claim to be hard boiled 
about practical business and the weak- 
ness of human nature will vastly under- 
rate the results of the move to prevent 
piracy. But these people do not realize 
that when an evil becomes serious 
enough a whole industry revolts, in- 
cluding many who havc been offenders. 


“It seems that this industry is mad 
enough to go thru with this anti-piracy 
thing, and that the good opinion of 
one’s fellows in the industry is going to 
play a real part in influencing fair play 
in respecting other peoplé'’s property 
rights. No plan can be _ sufficiently 
foolproof to prevent smart people from 
seeking loopholes. But if unpopularity 
should follow this sharp practice copying 
would cease being an indoor sport, be- 
cause it would cease to be even tempo- 
rarily profitable.” 


The publication outlines the plan for 
the Industrial Design Registration Bu- 
reau as completed on June 21 at a meet- 
ing of the Code Authority for the Toy 
and Playthings Industry: 


The Code Authority for the Toy and 
Playthings Industry has approved the 
following plan of design registration as 
@ means of making effective the “copy- 
ing or piracy” clause (Article VII, Sec- 
tion 8) of the Code. 

The services of the Industrial Design 
Registration Bureau at 470 Fourth ave- 
nue, New York City, have been placed 
at the disposal of all members of the 
Toy Industry for the purpose of provid- 
ing a clearing house for the registration 
of all designs used in the manufacture 
of toys and playthings. 

1. Each manufacturer whose opera- 
tions are subject to the Code of the 
Toy and Playthings Industry, providing 
for the protection of designs, is invited 
to submit to the Industrial Design 
Registration Bureau a sketch or photo- 
graph of every design owned by him in 
which he claims an original or register- 
able feature and which was first pro- 
duced by him subsequent to November 


14, 1933, with apprcpriate identifica- 
tion and date of production. 


2. New designs should be registered 
promptly in the following way: 


(a) Fill in the “application” form, 
copy of which is inclosed. Additional 
copies of this form can be obtained 
from the Bureau at 470 Fourth avenue, 
New York, N. Y. Where the application 
reads, “Design Number” list your item 
numbers for the items you want regis- 
tered. 


(b) Send with each application a 
separate sketch or photograph for each 
item you want registered. This sketch 
should clearly show the design features 
claimed as original and on which pro- 
tection is desired. 


(c) On the face of or mounted above 
or below each sketch or photograph, 
placed so as not to interfere with the 
picture, there must be a typed descrip- 
tion stating specifically those distinctive 
features claimed as original, as well as 
the original date of production. The 
sketch, with description, should be in a 
form which can be easily photographed. 
Their total size combined should not 
exceed 11x14 inches, nor be less than 
8x11 inches. 


(ad) Each sketch or photograph 
should bear a number corresponding to 
the number on the “application” form. 

(e) Each application for design 
registered should be accompanied by a 
check for $8 made out to the Industrial 
Design Registration Bureau (In any case 
where the design is rejected as not 
registerable a refund of $6 will be made 
when the rejected design is returned 
to the owner.) Send the check together 
with the application and the sketch and 
description of each item listed thereon 
to the Industrial Design Registration 
Bureau, 470 Fourth avenue, New York, 
m. Y. 

3. Each owner will be notified imme- 
diately of the acceptance or rejection 
of a design, and other manufacturers 
will be advised thru trade journals or 
by other means that the design has been 


registered and protected. Designs will be. 


returned to the owner by registered mail 
unless arrangements are made to rcturn 
them by messenger at the owner’s ex- 
pense. 

4. If two or more manufacturers sub- 
mit the same design the manufacturer 
first producing it shall be entitled to 
protection. In case of dispute proot of 
the dates of production must be sub- 
mitted. 

Before a design is rejected Sy reason 
of an existing design a committee of ex- 
perts makes a search and comparison, 
and as they do not know the owner it 
is wholly impartial. If the owner is 
dissatisfied with the decision he may 
enter an appeal to the Design Protection 
Committee of the Toy and Playthings 
Industry, or he may have the *natter 
submitted to arbitration at a cost of ap- 
proximately #25. The Bureau will exer-

IDEAS

Design patent protection is essential 
and highly desirable for a coin machine. 
This particular protection can be ob- 
tained swiftly and lends itself to a 
business where the average life of a 
novelty product is not much over six 
months at the most. 


Design patents are obtained generally 
in about 30 days and cover the appear- 
ance of an article to the average per- 
son’s eye. For example: If a machine is 
covered by a design patent, then another 
device would depend on an inexpert’s 
decision. If the average person could not 
distinguish between tre two machines 
then the infringement would be ap- 
parent. The entire foundation of design 
patent is appeal to the eye. 


It is not necessary for a copy to be 
exact to be an infringement. The pop- 
ular interpretation of design patents is 
to limit them to exact design, and most 
persons are of the belief that they can 
take a design and, by adding curves and 
little additions here and there, escape 
infringement, but such js not the case. 


However, the prosecution of infringe- 
ments is always an expensive matter on 
both sides and it should be entirely un- 
necessary among the responsible manu- 
facturers. These people should realize 
the futility of copying each other’s de- 
signs identically. It is not my conten- 
tion that improvements on one machine 
should not be incorporated in other ma- 
chines of different manufacturers. That 
is, if a COIN DISPLAY is placed on one 
machine, it is not necessarily a copy for 
another menufacturer to make a display 
for his machine. 


Good competition is the life of the 
business, but there are those price- 
cutting manufacturers who rely on the 
responsible manufacturers to do all the 
expensive experimental work, then as 
soon as the 1aachine is announced, these 
leeches lay back and wait for successful 
machines and then make exact but 
cheap reproductions; advertise them in 
the same publications as the good ma- 
chines, and in view of the similar ap- 
pearance and the low price, the operator 
is dissatisfied and automatically classes 
the same type machine built by the 
responsible manufacturers as being in- 
operative simply because of his first ex- 
perience. The operator also tries to get 
his money back from these fly-by-nights 
and is unsuccessful, so he is a sad and 
disillusioned possible big user of the 
type of equipment he first ordered. Thus 
the manufacturers have lost an outlet 
for their goods and the operator has 
failed to get what he wanted. Both 
responsible manufacturer and operator

cise its best judgment in any design 
submitted for registration, but is not 
liable in any respect for errors or con- 
troversies arising pursuant to its de- 
cisions. 


5. Registration will be good until the 
end of the year following that in which 
the designs were accepted by the Bu- 
reau; that is, all designs accepted during 
the year 1934 will be protected until 
December 31, 1935. 


6. The Committee on Design Protec- 
tion of the Toy and Playthings Industry 
will pass on all questions of fees, poli- 
cies, procedure and administrative ques- 
tions, but not upon designs, which are 
solely in the hands of the Bureau except 
on appeal. 

7. Copies of the full rules governing 
the Industrial Design Registration Bu- 
reau will be furnished on request. 

The Code Authority has also made ar- 
rangements for the arbitration of all 
complaints regarding infringements of 
designs, whether registered or not, that 
may be in violation of the Code under 
the rules of the American Arbitration 
Association. These complaints should 
be sent to the Director of Compliance 
for the Toy and Playthings Industry, 
where they will be examined and if not 
adjusted will be referred to arbitration. 
Such complaints should be specific in 
their allegations and should name the 
parties against whom the complaint is 
made. 


Stop That Copying 


By CLAUDE R, KIRK 


have lost and the “gypers” have made 
another victim. 

It is very difficult to suggest a solu- 
tion to this condition, but it is also very 
vital if the manufacturers wish to build 
up an immediate outlet for new prod- 
ucts. Operators must be convinced that 
they are going to get a clean deal or 
they will stop ordering new samples 
entirely. The trade is thoroly estab- 
lished in the practice of buying a sample 


machine to test its merits and the con- 
fidence of the operators in buying sam- 


ples must be maintained. It is the ideal 
way of letting a machine sell itself and 


when the operator knows that he has 
some protection in buying samples he 
will place his orders more freely. The 
result will be increased business all along 
the line. 


Board of Examiners 


A suggestion would be to appoint a 
board of examiners to thoroly inspect 
the new product of any members of the 
Coin Machine Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion and place a seal of approval upon 
it if it met certain definite specifications, 
Some have suggested a board appointed 
by the CMMA, evidently of member 
manufacturers. But it is obviously 
necessary to get a board of members 
who are disinterested as far as possible 
in the success of any particular machine 
or manufacturer. The “czar” idea is be- 
ing tried out in some trades, an idea 
which has its advantages. The “czar” 
would be a man from outside the trade, 
but there would necessarily be consider- 
able expense to this plan. 


Before establishing any kind of ex- 
amining board or agency it will be neces- 
sary to agree upon some very definite 
rules and specifications for passing upon 
machines. It is not always an easy mat- 
ter to say just where the line shall be 
drawn as to what constitutes a steal or 
copy of somebody else’s idea ‘There are 
also certain general principles which 
cannot be protected by patent in any 
way. The o'»ject desired will be accom- 
plished, however, when the manufac- 
turers decide on definite specifications, 
which they agree to follow in developing 
and announcing new products. Once the 
code of specifications is agreed upon, then 
the impartial board can be selected to 
pass upon all machines before they are 
announced thr established trade chan- 
nels. The co-operation cf jobbers and 
operators can be sought in carrying out 
this idea. 


A movement is on foot by the estab- 
lished jobbers to ask the manufacturers 
to do business only with the recognized, 
standard jobbing firms. In return for 
this recognition, the manufacturers 
would also ask the jobbers not to do 
business with any manufacturer on any 
new machine until it had first been ap- 
proved by the examining board. The 
operators will co-operate in this plan for 
examining new machines also when 
once the advantages are shown to them. 
For it is true that the established oper- 
ators are suffering severely from present 
conditions in the trade, which makes it 
possible to manufacture inferior imita- 
tions of new creations. 


If we had a definite system for in- 
specting and approving new machines 
before they were advertised the oper- 
ators would be assured that they were 
dealing with responsible manufacturers 
and that when they bought good ma- 
chines at a fair price some other oper- 
ator would not crowd in on their loca- 
tions with inferior imitations. The oper- 
ators are all anxious for some kind of 
protection and they wili rally to the sup- 
port of .any good plan that promises to 
help them. All the reputable manufac- 
turers need to do is to get up a workable 
vian and present the issue squarely to 
the established operators. 


Code of Specifications 
Here is a suggested code of specifica- 


tions for passing upon new machines and 
inventions: 


1. The machine must actually exist and not 
be just an artist’s picture or an idea to get 
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the operator's money in order to complete the 
experimental work on said machine. 

2. The machine must be proved to work 
under normal conditions. 

3. The machine must be free from the 
possibility of patent infringement. 

4. Representations included in the adver- 
tising of the machine or product must be bona 
fide and not just hot air. 

5. It should be determined that the game 
does not constitute an outright steal from 
another manufacturer. Care should be taken 
to criticize only the persons perpetrating 149 
obvious steal and not the honest manufac- 
turer that gets on idea from his fellowman. 

6. The seal of approval by the examining 
board should be prominently displayed by thc 
manufacturers in their literature and adver- 
tising, which will tend to cause the operator 
to have confidence in the machines so marked. 


The difficulty of framing specifications 
to cover all cases, or that will be easily 
applied in every case, is readily admitted. 
But any reasonable plan is to be pre- 
ferred to the present situation in the 
trade. This code has been drawn up with 
the idea of starting something and to 
bring discussion on this issue down to 
brass tacks. Relief thru the courts is 
long and expensive to all parties cen- 
cerned. Trade associations face the prob- 
lem of cleaning their own house and 
promoting fair policies and dealings 
among the members.

After the State troopers noted the copy 
of the teletype order which was sent by 
their chief from Albany, N. Y., they got 
in touch with Albany and then allowed 
the machines of William Francis to be 
operated here without any restrictions 
except that of minors playing the games 
and the prevention of gambling on the 
games. 

Benj. H. Haskell reports that this is 
the first victory for the newly formed 
Empire State Skill Games Association 
and that all of the men up-State are 
unusually proud of this achievement.

Merchandising Humidor 


Ready To Invade Home 


NEW YORK, Aug. 25.—Coincident 


with this issue of The Biilboard there 
appears on the market a new self- 
merchandiser manufactured by the C. B. 
Howard Company, New York, that will 
attract the attention and interest of op- 
erators of coin machines. For it not only 
opens an entirely new field, and cer- 


tainly the largest field in the country, 
but it also provides a brand-new type 
of service in the American home—a 
service that may prove as common as 
that furnished by the milkman and 
the breadman. 

For years far-seeing operators have 
cast longing eyes on that greatest and 
most stable market of all—the Ameri- 
can home. But how to crash it? And 
with what? That has always been the 
problem.

A very important and serious condition 
has arisen which affects every operator of 
coin-operated merchandise machines, and 
if we do not wake up in time to realize 
its importance it will be “just too bad.” 

The administrator at Washington has 
denied us the right to have a separate 
code for our protection. This might 
have been avoided if operators had shown 
the least interest in the warnings and 
requests of the NAMA for the last 12 
months (thru this column and the mail) 
to get together and show a strong front 
as to the importance of the industry and 
the amount of money invested, together 
with the fact of the many raids mado 
upon us by vicious legislation and unfair 
practices. There are many other reasons 
why we should be protected by a code. 

You must realize that no one individual 
or group can make progress without ade- 
quate co-operation, and this has been the 
condition in our industry. There seems 
to be a lack of interest on the part of 
operators to attempt in the slightest way 
to protect their business or homes, even 
after many months of advice and warn- 
ines from an association formed for the 
purpose of banding together men in the 
industry to stand shoulder to shoulder 
in order to secure a code to establish us 
as real business men instead of being 
classified as racketeers. 

For the present the individual code has 


been rejected but our industry is still 
as big and intact as ever. It is not too 
late to get tovether and fight it out 


along lines to show our strength and to 
win recognition which 1s ours: to stand 
among other legitimate enterprises con- 
ducted by business men. We must de- 


mand it The only way to get it is to 
put up a fight for it. If your future, 
your living and your home mean any- 
thing to you, show it now by action at 
once. 


If we hear from every operator, stating 
just how he stands on this question and 
what his probiems are. we will have some 
basis to work cn to help wipe out unfair 
practices and unfair taxes and pull our 
industry out of the mire into the road 
of real business advancement

Mindful of all this, C. B. Howard 
Company, Inc., is introducing the How- 
ard Home Humidor for cigarets.

The rea- 
son for this protection is that even the 
occasional discovery of a slug in a home 
would prove most embarrassing to both 
the family and the operator. 

“The rear door of the Howard Home 
Humidor is equipped with a special lock 
that safeguards the coin box and also 
protects the magazine chute for cigarets. 
On the inside of the rear door is the 
‘freshener,’ which keeps the cigarets in 
good condition at all times.

Towa Vending Machine 
Ops To Pay Retail Tax 


DES MOINES, Aug. 25.—Iowa vending 
machine operators were notified by the 
State board of assessment and review 
today that they must pay the State retail 
sales tax of 2 per cent. 

A ruling by the board said that not 
only will the operators be required to pay 
the tax but also that they wiil he re- 
quired to displav a special stamp on 
each machine showing “This Machine 
Operated Under Iowa Retail Sales Tax.” 

The stamps, one-inch squares of yellow 
paper, will be provided the onerators by 
the State board. The board soon will 
mail such operators certification forms 
on which they are to report the number 
of machines operated by them 

Retail sales tax permits will be issued 
to each operator for the total number of 
machines he operates in any one town 
or community. Thus ar operator having 
10 machines in one town, 20 in another 
and 30 in a third will require three per- 
mits.

Words and Music About 
People According to 


The COINOGRAPHER—— 


“Little Robins Do It, Too” 


At the tender age of 15 he resided 
next to a candy and stationery store 
whose owner operated approximately 50 
peanut venders as a side line to his 
regular business. And noting the look 
of interest on the promising boyish face 
of our hero one day, the owner of the 
store asked whether he would like an 
easy job. And so our little hero entered 
into the coin-machine business, helping 
in the operation of peanut machines. 
And just when everything was smoothly 
rolling along the war started and away 
went our little bird to a munitions 
plant in Pennsylvania to help in the 
manufacture of these deadly necessities. 


For the duration of the war he was 
employed in the manufacture of muni- 
tions and when the war was over drifted 
back to his home town with more than 
a penny or two in his pecket. In fact, 
his pocket bulged to such an extent 
that for some months he sought little 
labor. But again the urge of worlds 
to conquer came upon him and he 
started out to seek new means for fur- 
ther revenue. And so he became a sales- 
man for a ball-gum manufacturer just 
when ball gum was at its height. And 
during his career as a salesman of ball 
gum he met operators here, there and 
everywhere, and this large operator 
acquaintanceship plus his own ingenuity 
and bheNef in his sales ability started 
him into the coiu-machine jobbing 
business. 


There were only two jobbers in his 
big city at that time and he entered as 
the third. He carded many of his own 
products under his own brand name. 
Breath pellets, licorice pastilles, etc. He 
employed approximately 15 persons in 
his small factory. And after some 
months in the jobb®ng business he com- 
pleted the first large catalog of all the 
coin machines known at that time and 
sent it hither, thither and yon. 

And then he began to manufacture 
his own products. He was unusually 
successful with small merchandising 
machines and gained a name for his 
firm and for himself because of the 
many machines of this type he sold 
thruout the country. He soon became 
recognized as the largest jobber in his 
territory. That was the peak he had 
wanted to reach way back in those days 
when he drove about with horse and 
buggy to operate his machines. 

Previous to this episode in his career 
he had purchased an interest in one of 
the outstanding bell-gum manufacturing 
plants of that time. He then attended 
the very first convention of the coin- 
machine industry and created an uproar 
when he placed his ball gum on sale at a 
price that was less than half of that 
adopted by his many competitors. And 
the orders flocked to him bv the hun- 
dred case lots. From everywhere on the 
floor the word spread and his name be- 
came known, and more and more oper- 
ators and jobbers chose to purchase 
their products from him. 

And back in 1925 he opened the first 
penny arcade in Coney Island and called 
it Pennvland. It was a sensation from 
the opening day and attracted the great- 
est crowds of any arcade since those 
days. There have been innumerable 
such ventures in his career in this in- 
dustry, and many have gained for him 
the national limelight. 

He has proved himself to be an in- 
dustrious association worker. He is a 
member of the MJA, CMMA and NADA, 
and was also one of the first members 
of the old VMMA. He spent his own 
time and money to gain favorable court 
decisions on his games for operators 
and helped his many operators to realize 
more money from their machines by 
this and many other similar actions 

He was one of the first men in the 
East who saw the value of the spotted 
prize ball eum, and thousands of ma- 
chines adopted this method In fact, 
it is stated that he himself sold these 
thousands of mochines using this type 
of gum. To this day he is a gum fan 
and manufactures one of the modern- 


Venders in Resorts 
Paying Detroit Op 


DETROIT, Aug. 25.—A. T. Hayward, 
who operates from 18982 Wormer avenue 
in Redford, northwestern suburb of De- 
troit, is developing a new field for coin 
machines. Hayward has a partially di- 
versified line of machines, but is con- 
centrating on the various types of peanut 
and other vending machines. His trade is 
particularly good among lake resorts at 
present. 

Oakland County, adjoining Detroit, is 
noted as having 600 lakes, manv or most 
of which are extensive summer resorts 
Hayward is catering to. this trade, estab- 
lishing the nut machines in various types 
of locations along the lake route. Gro- 
cerv stores, the occasional dance halls, 
swimming beaches, gasoline stations and 
other types of locations are found about 
equally profitable. It is a distinctly re- 
sort section and the entire trade generally 
patronize what they want because it is 
not available, and not because it is in a 
grocery or drug store, as is the case with 
most types of machines in the city loca- 
tion. Less attention to the type of lo- 
cation is needed under this circumstance. 

This business is of course highly sea- 
sonal, since the machines will not be 
played during the winter months when 
the resorts areclosed Hayward is placing 
his machines in pool and billiard rooms 
in the city mestly for these months. The 
combination is apparently giving a well- 
balanced year-round business for this 
operator.

1 East Huron street, alleged distributor 
of the fake coins. 

Equipment for the production of half 
collars, quarters, dimes and nickels. 
capable of duplicating actual coins s0 
closely as to deceive practiced observers, 
and $10 worth of counterfeit nickels 
were seized. The plant had been oper- 
ating for about a year, police said, and 
about $500 worth of fake nickels alone 
had been circulated in the last three 
months.

Court sees complete dem- 
onstration of digger-type 
machine in test

NEW YORK, Aug. 25.—A realistic re- 
port cn the second hearing of the 
electro-hoist was given by The New 
York Herald-Tribune in the issue of 
August 15. The case is to test the 
legality of the electro-hoist or digger 
type of machine under the present 
Escuirol-Robinson law, and the second 
hearing was held so that the court 
could see one of the machines actually 
demonstrated. The first hearing was 
reported in detail by The Herald- 
Tribune in an impartial manner. The 
case Was adjourned by the court until 
Monday, August 20, for decision (which 
will have been given by the time this 
appears in print). 


The news account of the second hear- 
ing is as folows: 

“After more than two hours of ex- 
perimentation and testimony in a 
temporary court set up in West 30th 
street police station on August 14, 
Magistrate Anna M. Kross adjourned un- 
til Monday the test case designed to 
determine whether the so-called digger 
or electro-hoist is a gambling device or 
a game of skill. Magistrate Kross had 
moved court to the police station be- 
cause it would have been difficult to 
convey People’s Exhibit No. 1, a 900- 
pound digger, to Jefferson Market 
Court. 

“Specifically, the case was to de- 
termine whether Herman Cantor, pro- 
prietor of the Hotel Governor Clinton 
Pharmacy, 371 Lexineton avenue, was 
violating the slot-machine Jaw and 
maintaining 2 samblirs estedlishment 
because he had an electro-hoist in his 
store. He was arrested on August 3 by 
Patrolman Philip J. Charles, of the West 
30th Street station, on a warrant issued 
by Chief Magistrate James E. McDonald. 
The heist was taken to the police sta- 
tion, where it remained under seal until 
the recent experiments. 

“A representative of the Greater New 
York Digger and Crane Association put 
the machine into working order soon 
after Magistrate Kross arrived. Patrol- 
man Charles then demonstrated it un- 
der the direction of Morris Brody, as- 
sistant district attorney, with Prank 
Aranow. defense counsel, looking on. 

“The device, which was placed behind 
the lieutenant’s desk, is about six feet 
high. The upper half, inclosed in glass, 
contains a movable crane which may be 


set in motion thru the insertion of a 
nickel, and by manipulation of a dial 
directed to drop to a pile of colored 
candies in which objects of varying 
value such as clocks, lighters, cigaret 
holders and vanity cases are embedded. 

“Patrolman Charles was told to direct 
his efforts at removing a large square 
blue clock from the candy bed. After 
taking considerable time to set the dial 
so that the jaws of the crane would 
fall directly over the object, he inserted 
a nickel. His first two attempts were 
unsuccessful, but on his third try the 
cradle dropped over the clock, grasped 
it and carried it to the trophy box, from 
which the winner sheepishly extracted 
it. 


“His achievement was greeted with a 
resounding cheer by the _ spectators 
crowded at the rail in front of the desk. 
Their efforts to see all the excitement 
were impeded by the broad backs of 
the station patrolmen, who refused to 
surrender their points of vantage. It 
was only by appealing to Magistrate 
Kross that reporters finally were able 
to find out what was going on. 

“After Patrolman Charles’ triumph, 
Mr. Brody asked that the experiments 
be continued. His proposal met with 
violent objection from Mr. Aranow, but 
Magistrate Kross insisted that further 
researches be made. Charles inserted 17 
more nickels without success. 

“Charles was cross-examined for a 
long time by Mr. Aranow, who tried 
to make him admit that skill. rather 
than chance, was the dominating fac- 
tor in the successful operation of the 
device. Mr. Aranow submitted to 
Magistrate Kross several decisions from 
other courts, hplding the machine to be 
a game of skill. He alsc produced a 
letter from State Senator Joseph A. 
Esquirol saying it had not been intended 
that the digger machine should come 
under the Esquirol-Robinson law ban- 
ning slot machines.” 


Old Machines to Friends 


NEWARK, N. J., Aug. 25.—H. J. Dietz, 
considered one of the leading operators 
in this territory. has adopted a unique 
method for ridding himself of his old 
equipment. Instead of trading in his 
old machines for the new machines as 
they appear on the market Dietz keens 
his games rotating along thruout his 
entire route until he has extracted the 
very last coin they can get and then 
he removes the coin slot and replaces 
this with a plunger, redresses the ma- 
chine and gives it away free to one of 
his many friends. 

Dietz is firm in his belief that this is 
the best method for the operators to use, 
for he claims that with this means the 
operator has she chance of not alone 
ridding himself of used equipment with- 
out glutting the used machine market, 
but by giving the machine away free to 
some friend encourages another player 
of pin games. 


Support Proposed Amendment 


While theré are amendments to the 
manufacturers’ code now pending, an- 
other amendment to Article VI, section 
(h) that has been suggested for con- 
sideration should have the general sup- 
port of the trade, in my opinion. The 
proposed amendment states that 

“No member of the Industry shall 
publish or circulate unjustified or un- 
warranted threats of legal proceed- 
ings which tend io or have the effect 
of harassing competitors or intimi- 
datine their customers.” 

There are at least two patents at the 
present time that appear to be used for 
the purpose of harassing the pin game 
trade in general and to spread a “scare” 
among locations and operators. 

Our editorial position has always been 
that questions of patent infringement 
should be kept within manufacturing cir- 
cles where they belong, and that no dis- 
turbing notices or threats or even sug- 
gestions of possible infringement should 
ever be made to operators and locations. 
There is plenty of evidence at the present 
time to indicate the damage that may be 
done to an entire industry by the use of 
threats of infringement proceedings. 

If the above amendment to the code 
of fair competition is made by the manu- 
facturers, it will at least serve to crystal- 
lize sentiment on the subject. It is to be 
hoped also that most members of the 
trade will in the future abide by the 
Standard of ethics. 

We have given considerable publicity 
to both sides of the Callison patent dis- 
turbance. Two complaints have been re- 
Ceived that we were appearing to give 


too much favorable consideration to the 
Callison patent. The position we have 
stated editorially is that we have no de- 
sire to interfere in any way with any 
man’s just patent claims, or in any con- 
test between manufacturers, or manufac- 
turers and inventors. For that reason, 
Mr. Callison was asked for a public state- 
ment and same has been published in 
fairness to him. 


Our position in the whole matter 
should be clear to all readers of The Bill- 
boord: That the validity of all patents 
is a question for the courts to settle, 
and that all such contests should be con. 
fined to manufacturing circles. 


Any sources of information that we 
can give will be gladly furnished to lo- 
cations, operators, or jobbers who may 
be threatened with infringement proceed- 
ings which should properly be made 
against the manufacturers. 


At least one prominent southern daily 
has published a feature story on the dis- 
turbing influence a patent threat may 
have among locations, and a judge in 
the recent situation in the Southwest 
issued @ warning about unethical] prace 
tices in intimidating locations with these 
troubles. SILVER SAM.

Capitol Has 16-Disk Phono 


NEW YORK, Aug. 25.—Capitcl Auto- 
matic Music Company, this city, one of 
the oldest known operating firms of 
musical instruments in the country. has 
just completed its first model 16-record 
coin operated phonograph. Samuel Kress- 
burg, of this firm, introduced the first 
model to coinphonograph operator cus- 
tomers of the firm this past week. 

This is the first coin operated phono- 
graph to have a selection of 16 records 
The machine is so constructed that the 
operator finds it very easy to service and 
to collect. 

Samuel Kressburg states that it has 
been working on the “Sweet Sixteen,” as 
this new phonograph is called, for the 
past year. Nickels. dimes and quarters 
can be played thru the same slot and 


will give the proper number of records 
chosen for the amount of money in- 
serted into the machine. Another fea- 
ture is the simple method of selection 
which has been adopted on the “Sweet 
Sixteen ” 
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General Business 


Outlook Is Good 


CHICAGO, Aug. 25.—Sharing gener- 
ously in improvements in general busi- 
ness which puts more spending change 
in the pockets of the masses, the coin 
machine industry was encouraged by the 
report that retail stores in general had 
advanced during the summer months, 
according to Dun & Bradsireet’s weekly 
review. Retail stores provide the ma- 
jority of locations for all types of coin 
machines and their welfare is always 
directly reflected in the earnings of coin 
machines. 


Concerning the general fall outlook, 
according to the report, “August has 
started with more evidence of sustained 
improvement than characterized trade 
movements a month ago. More trends 
are reaching toward higher points and 
current indications reveal that fall trade 
may not decline much below that of 
last year, but it will be on a more order- 
ly basis, devoid of all the extreme fluc- 
tuations of last year. 


“The maintenance of retail distribu- 
tion,” the report says, “above the com- 
parative level of a year ago, is one of the 
most reassuring factors in the current 
situation. The reports this week showed 
the largest gains on the Pacific Coast, 
where postponed buying of urgent needs 
crowded the stores with shoppers who 
had been forced to curtail budgets for 
more than two months on account of 
the strike. 


“In the Midwest there was a brisk 
turn for the better in most districts, 
while in the East more comfortable sum- 
mer weather and special promotional 
events lifted the total of retail sales to 
the best position achieved in nearly 
three weeks. 

“In the Southwest the Industrial and 
wholesale divisions have been affected 
seriously by the drought, but retail trade 
has held up remarkably well. with the 
gains in sales running steadily around 
25 per cent better than at this period a 
year ago. 

“The final month of the summer sea- 
scn has been launched under particu- 
larly propitious circumstances for retail- 
ers. To the continuance of the strong 
demand for hot weather needs has been 
added the stimulus of the special pro- 
motional events, which this year have 
been extended to a greater number of 
store divisions, resulting in the sales 
tetal rising 5 to 7 per cent above that 
of the week preceding. The comparison 
with the figures for the corresponding 
week of 1923 reveals a rather surprising 
gain of 10 to 15 per cent for the country 
as a whole.” 


The agency finds that altho business 
has already started upward again there 
ie an urgent need for some strong stim- 
ulus to enable the turn to gather mo- 
mentum, and suggests that extension of 
industrial credits by the government, 
coupled with the home modernization 
frorram, will make long strides in the 
desired direction. 

The average weekly wages of factory 
earnings declined slightly, however, ac- 
cording to the labor department report. 
Forty-nine industries. showed a decline 
chiefly due to the summer slump, while 
41 of the 90 industries surveyed showed 
wage gains. The average weekly earn- 
ings of factory employees averaged $19.51 
in June, according to the report. 


Rabkin in Chicago 


CHICAGO, Aug. 25. — William Rab- 
kin, president of International Muto- 
scope Reel Company, Inc., New York, 
dropped into the city on one of his 
usual monthly visits, this time for the 
especial purpose of attending a meeting 
of the code authority of the coin- 
machine industry, of which he is 2 
member, for the discussion of a number 
of important matters pending before the 
beard. Mr. Rabkin reports very op- 
timistically regarding conditions in the 
digzer industry and foresees a gradual 
but very definite improvement for the 
future. He will stop over in Cincinnati 
and Cleveland on his return trip to New 
York. 

Before leaving the city Mr. Rabkin con- 
sSummated a deal with the Pacific Amuse- 
ment Manufacturing Company for the 
distribution of the latter’s new game, 
“Major League,” in the States of New 
York and Connecticut. Business relations 
between two organizations of such high 
repute are certain to be mutually ple 
ant and profitable. :

Someone has also placed the 
latest diggers thruout the mountain re- 
sorts.

plaintiff Callison is misrepresenting the 
scope and effect of the decision and 
written opinion rendered by the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals for the 
10th Circuit in Appeal No. 932, Callison 
vs. T. J. Dean et al., in that the Circuit 
Court of Appeals for the 10th Circuit in 
the aforementioned case did not hold 
that any amusement-game apparatus 
requiring the insertion of a coin to re- 
lease stopped balls from an inclined 
playing field is an infringement of the 
Callison patent as advertised by the 
plaintiff Callison; that there was no
